Spain, Portugai, Switzerland, Italy, 
Greece, Turkey, Africa, Egypt, Thai- 
land, Singapore, Hong Kong, and 
Indo-China. 

Some were bought from families 
who had used them for generations. 
Many came from antique dealers, 
and from other collectors and own- 
ers. Dr. Freed inspects, packs, and 
ships each piece. 

What are these “teapots” with 
“strange sounding names?” Actually, 
they are tiny table-stoves of porce- 
lain over which is fitted a container 
of porcelain for holding gruel, floral 
or herb tea, baby’s tisane, or any 
number of night “drinks.” 

The words, veilleuse-theieres, mean 
“night-light teapots.” These “two- 
piece” items consist of a pot which 
originally was a bowl. Doubtless, 
time and use gave it a spout and 
a handle, for convenience in lifting 
and pouring, and a lid to hold in the 
warmth, 

This improvised “teapot” sat over 
a porcelain jar with an opening in 
its side so a candle could be set 
within it to heat and keep warm the 
“teapot’s” contents. Or a_ small 
“rounded or boat shaped vessel” 
called a godet, filled with nut oil or 
vegetable oil on which floated a 
wick, was slipped inside this porce- 
lain “stove” for the same purpose. 

Thin, and of a translucent texture 
and character, the porcelain let the 
light of the candle or oil lamp glow 
through into the room. So the veil- 
leuse-theieres acted as a night-light 
as well as a night-stove. 

The porcelain used in these “tea- 
pots” was especially made of care- 
fully selected materials to insure 
heat endurance for many consecutive 
hours. Even so, some of these pots 
show the tiny cracks and crazing 
that come to porcelain which has 
born the expansion and contraction 
of heat untold hundreds of times. 

Shapes of these veilleuse-theieres 
vary with time, place, and the tastes 
of the people who made and owned 
them. Most were designed with imag- 
ination, and made, and decorated 
with expert craftsmanship. 

Many are figurine-like novelties. 
Here is a bust with a head that a 
twist of the wrist will turn into a 
“teapot.” There is a turreted church 
with cross, tower, and what appears 
to be forms of saints for windows, 
while two “teapots” sit in its turrets. 

A turbaned Turkish adventurer 
wears a sword. A crowned queen on 
her dais holds a harp. A highly dec- 
onated white swan, encrusted with 
gold, is driven by a _pink-winged 
cherub mounted on its back. But the 
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Rare porcelain ‘“night-light teapots.”

swan’s head is a gold and brown 
spout, and embossed flowers of many 
colors decorate the lower part. 

Visualize the family that used the 
“teapot” elephant upraised on _ its 
gold and green base, “wearing” can- 
dy-striped pants, yellow striped vest, 
and blue coat. His trunk is turned 
up, and he has bottles at his feet. 
Two very handsome veilleuse-theieres 
came from Napoleon’s home, One is 
predominantly olive green, has the 
initial “N”, and shows a_ spread 
eagle. we 

Aside from the delightful forms in 
themselves, the decorations vary. 
Many have modeled and applied de- 
signs. Some have pierced work. (Af- 
ter all air must get to the flames of 
candle or lamp). Many are painted. 
Some have landscapes. 

Dr. Freed’s collection was installed 
under the direction of his brother, 
Sylvane Freed who has been on many 
of the collecting trips. Mr. Freed, a 
banker of Trenton, had five large dis- 
play cases made with shatter-proof 
glass at a cost of $8,500. They were 
lined with mirrors so no detail need 
be missed by viewers. The collection 
in the front hall of the Peabody 
School, is free to the public every 
day, 9 am. to 5 p.m. week days, 
1:30 p.m. to 5 p.m. on Sundays. 

The Freed family came to Trenton 
nearly a hundred years ago. The 
family home there now is consid- 
ered almost an art museum in itself 
with its choice linens, silver, crys- 
tal, and fine furniture. 

Though the display in Trenton is 
by far the bulk of the collection, a 
few examples are still in Dr. Freed’s 
New York office. But last summer 
Dr. Freed was off on another quest 
for veilleuse-theieres, taking his sis- 
ter, Miss Helen Freed of Trenton 
with him.

Italian 
Columbia 


By THOMAS G. KAUFMAN 


Columbia began issuing records in 
Italy in 1903 with a_ single-faced 
Black and Silver Series numbered 
from 10000 on. Most of these were 
10”, but there were also some 7” and 
12” items. Starting in 1907, a few 
Blue and Gold Celebrity discs were 
issued, also in the 10000 Series. 

I do not know the exact year dou- 
ble-faced records were first issued in 
Italy, but believe it to be 1909. Four 
different numerical series were start- 
ed as follows: 

D4000 Columbia, 10 inch 

D16250 Columbia, 12 inch 

D9200 Cigale, 10 inch 

D17500 Cigale, 12 inch 


Celebrity records were included in 
all of these series and were distin- 
guished by the color of the label— 
pink at first, red later. The non- 
celebrity records were blue, later 
purple on the Cigale label; and light 
brown, later dark brown on the Co- 
lumbia label. A Columbia Popolare

Series was initiated a little later: 
D350, 10 inch, D17300, 12 inch. 

Single-face numbers continued to 
be used, After the 10000 Series was 
completed came the 11000 Series (up 
to 11500), 41750 Series, 42000 Se- 
ries and 70000 Series. A “B” Series, 
numbered from B1 to about B904 on 
the acoustic label, and from B931 on 
the electric followed. All these were 
10”. The 12” acoustic were 74700 
and BX1-20, and the electric BX28. 
The BX numbers are to be consid- 
ered matrix numbers also. 

Around 1923, the following addi- 
tional series were begun: 


D 12250 Green Columbia, 10” 

D12350 Green Cigale, 10” 

D12450 Red Columbia, 10” 

(a few brown labels were also in- 
cluded in this Series). 

D12700 Red Cigale, 10” 

D14450 Green Columbia, 12” 

D14650 Red Columbia, 12” 

D14800 Red Cigale, 12” 


In 1926, just after the advent of 
electric records, the Cigale label was 
discontinued and all the items re- 
maining in the catalog were re-num- 
bered and issued on the Columbia la- 
bel (then generally relegated to the 
brown color). In addition, a blue 
label Celebrity Series was initiated 
in 1927: 

D15250 Blue Columbia, 10” 

D18000 Blue Columbia, 12” 


Thus, at that time, there were four 
price classifications as follows 
(in descending order): 

Blue: D15250, 10” 

Red: D12450, 10” 

Green: D12250, 10” 

Brown: D4000-6123, 10” 

Blue: D18000, 12” 

Red: D14650, 12” 

Green: D14450, 12” 

Brown: D16250, 12” 


Further renumbering occurred la- 
ter in other Series (GQ, GQX, CQX, 
DQ, etc.), but I will not go into 
these at the present moment. Also, 
there were other “D” Series issued 
elsewhere in Europe, sometimes con- 
flicting with Italian numbers. As is 
the case with all record companies, 
occasional irregularities appeared, 
such as one record being released 
with a Cigale label on one side and 
Columbia on the other. 

Incidentally, many records of 
American or English origin were is- 
sued in Italy, frequently with better 
surfaces than on the tricolor label. 
It should also be noted that these 
records were made in England, as 
it is stated on the label, but with 
a few exceptions (10” Brown D5500

Series) they were not sold in Eng- 
land. 

I begin here the numerical listing 
with the 10” Cigale Series (D9200), 
which is particularly interesting. Ce- 
lebrity records are indicated by R 
(although some of these were later 
“demoted” and issued on purple la- 
bel). Matrix numbers are given when 
available. 

Unfortunately, there are still many 
gaps in this Series, and I would 
greatly appreciate hearing from col- 
lectors who could help out with in- 
formation gathered either from rec- 
ords in their own collections or from 
Italian Columbia catalogs published 
before 1930. (Please write directly

Gripes and Grumbles 


By AIDA FAVIA-ARTSAY 


For a long time now, I intended 
to point out printed dillies, which are 
often incorrect to the point of exas- 
peration. Here are some for the time 
being; later undoubtedly there will 
be more. 

To begin with the much abused 
word “Aria.” Of course, to be tech- 
nical, anything that is sung may be 


ealled an air or aria—in old music 


especially, where that is the accept- 
ed term. But in opera of the more 
modern school, composers named var- 
ious solos according to their form 
and structure: cavatina, romanza, 
canzone, monologo, aria, cabaletta, 
arioso, etc. Thus, La donna @ mo- 
bile is not an aria by any stretch 
of the imagination, nor is the Quar- 
tet from “Rigoletto.” When in doubt, 
designations such as “excerpts, piece, 
extract, selection” are preferable to 
just calling all that is vocalized an 
aria. 


Then there are the chronic mis- 
spellings. Why simple names like 
Giuseppe and Rubinstein are turned 
with dogged persistence into “Gui- 
seppe” and “Rubenstein” is hard to 
understand. And the “cute” conten- 
tion that Verdi means “green,” and 
therefore Giuseppe Verdi is “Joe 
Green” (how awful)! The Italian 
word verdi is the plural of green, 
the singular being verde. And great 
as Verdi may have been, he still was 
one person and not two. 

Now for the blunders on record 
lists, One guy—a stickler for “takes” 
—nearly gave me heart failure with 
his notation “Take 2” next to a Ruf- 
fo record, (thus implying that more 
than one “take” were issued). After 
a hurried consultation with my own 
copies of the disc, and my Ruffo 
notes all drawn directly from Vic- 
tor archives, I was relieved by the 
confirmation of what I already knew:

that only Take 2 of the record in 
question was issued. By all means 
give “takes”—but qualify them with 
issue data. 

Another rare plum often listed is 
the “information,” solicitiously sup- 
plied, that De Luca composed “Dolce 
Madonna.” Heck no, the composer of 
this old song is unknown—De Luca 
merely discovered the manuscript 
and included the piece in his concert 
and recording repertoire. A note on 
this, by the way, is found in the 
booklet accompanying De Luca’s Dec- 
ca album. 

But the funniest “fluff,” in this 
category, is the constant reference 
(by one fellow, especially) to Fer- 
ruccio Corradetti as being the Carlo 
Ferretti of the Emerson label. Cor- 
radetti did record as Corrado Fer- 
rettit, but NOT Carlo Ferretti. This 
I ought to know—Carlo Ferretti was 
a friend of my family ever since I 
could comfortably promenade under 
the table. 

Caution should be exercised when 
phrases in unfamiliar tongues are 
used. Sins against languages are a 
common occurrence, but a remark 
which struck me as particularly fun- 
ny was about some singer’s ability to 
“filare il tuono.” Undoubtedly what 
the writer had in mind was filare il 
tono (spin Ae tone); for the prima- 
ry meaning¥of il tuono is thunder, 
and the object of the compliment 
could hardly perform that feat. 
(Printer: please, don’t goof this 
one!) 

While on the matter of foreign 
languages, Russian has been quite

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GEORGE WILTON BALLARD, 
the popular pioneer recording tenor. 





One afternoon [ was walking to- 
ward my former home in Marion, 
Va., when I heard the sound of a 
man’s voice uplifted in song. I was 
about a quarter of a mile from 
home at the time. There was noth- 
ing about the voice from which I 
could determine whether I was hear- 
ing a living singer or a mechanical 
reproduction, and the distance was 
so great I couldn’t distinguish a 
word. But after I had walked a few 
steps farther I smiled. There was 
something about the voice that made 
it unmistakable even though the 
sound was faint and far away. Only 
one singer I could think of had that 
peculiarly distinctive quality. 

When I reached home [ said to my 
brother, Chad: “Weren’t you play- 
ing a record by George Wilton Bal- 
lard a few minutes ago?” 

He pointed to the phonograph 
turntable on which lay an Edison 
Diamond Disc of “Where the Sunset 
Turns the Ocean’s Blue to Gold.” But 
he found it hard to believe I had 
recognized Ballard’s voice from a 
point so distant I couldn’t catch a 
word. , 

Yet, it was true. George Wilton 
Ballard had a voice with a tone 
quality so individual that a good rec- 
ord by him could never be mistaken 
as the work of anyone else—a qual- 
ity so elusive of reproduction, more- 
over, that insofar as my experience 
goes, only Edison ever succeeded in 
perfectly recording it. I have never 
heard any of his U.S. Everlasting 
cylinders, so exempt them from this 
discussion, but I have listened to 
most of the tenor’s lateral-cut rec- 
ords and they are uniformly bad. 
The flat and nasal voice that emer- 
ges is only a travesty of his true 
tones, and it seems odd that he al-

lowed such unflattering representa- 
tions to be issued. But most of his 
Edison records are excellent. 

It is probably because his voice 
responded favorably to only one re- 
cording method that George Wilton 
Ballard, although a popular singer 
whose Edison discs and cylinders sold 
well, never achieved topmost rank as 
a recording artist. Instead, he was 
what I think of as a “middle-of-the- 
road” performer. He was not so pop- 
ular as Billy Murray, Henry Burr, 
Ada Jones, Gene Austin, Collins and 
Harlan, Walter Scanlan and Cal 
Stewart, and his recorded output 
does not compare in volume with that 
of the favorite free-lancers, Charles 
Hart, Charles Harrison, Arthur 
Fields, Irving Kaufman and Helen 
Clark. Nevertheless, the span of his 
recording career, some 15 years, was 
about that of the average popular 
singer, and if his records didn’t sell 
in such huge quantities as those by 
the artists I have mentioned, there 
were many other highly regarded 
comedians and singers who ranked 
below him from a sales standpoint. 
In fact, Ballard might be compared 
to a member of the supporting cast 
of an old-time stock company. If 
not one of the stars (during his Edi- 
son career he was obliged to play 
second fiddle to Scanlan, who was 
unmistakably Edison’s most popular 
singer of popular sentimental songs), 
he was still a useful and highly re- 
garded member of the company. 


II. Some Reflections 
on the Phonograph 

When I observed that George Wil- 
ton Ballard was born November 24, 
1877 — about three and one-half 
months after Edison produced his 
first tinfoil phonograph — I was 
moved to reflect on some facts of 
phonograph history that I believe 
are not generally recognized. 

We collectors have a feeling that 
the era of the cylinder record extend- 
ed over many generations. Actual- 
ly, its active life, frona Edison’s first 
tinfoil production until the Blue Am- 
berol was discontinued in 1929, was 
just 52 years. Edison. who officiated 
at the cylinder’s birth lived to see 
its death. If the tinfoil period, when 
recording was wholly exnerimental. 
is discounted, the wax cylinder’s life 
was only from 1886, when Tainter 
and Bell produced the first cardboard 
specimens coated with wax, to 1912,

when Edison supplanted the wax 
variety with the Blue Amberol. Un- 
believable as it seems, that was only 
26 years. (However, the Clarion Co. 
in England continued to make wax 
two and four-minute cylinders until 
the early 1920’s). To look at it 
another way, if the wax cylinders 
had first been produced in 1933 and 
lasted a comparable period, they 
would now be breathing their last. 
All their history would have been 
crowded into the 26 years that have 
elapsed since Franklin D. Roosevelt 
first took office. 

When we come to consider the his- 
torical disc picture, the facts are 
equally startling. From force of 
habit, I always imagine that for an 
immeasurably long time records were 
made by the acoustic process | of 
singing into a horn. By a similar 
process of “reasoning,” I picture the 
old Victor Talking Machine Co., as 
dominating the phonograph and rec- 
ord industry for several average life- 
times. Actually, Emile Berliner pro- 
duced his first crude specimens of 
single-faced discs in 1894, and only 
31 years later, in 1925, the acoustic 
recording method gave way to the 
electric. The strangest reflection of 
all is that electric recordings have 
now been made for 34 years—three 
years longer than the mechanical 
system lasted—and eight years long- 
er than the wax cylinder survived. 
Cylinders of all kinds (excepting tin- 
foil) endured for only 43 years. Ten 
years from now electric recording 
will have had a longer history than 
that of all types of cylinders. 

As for the Victor Talking Machine 
Co., its founder Eldridge R. Johnson, 
did his first repair work on phono- 
graphs in 1898. Three years later he 
founded the Victor Co. And, like the 
wax cylinder, Victor lasted only 26 
years, before falling into other hands 
and, unlike the cylinder, becoming a 
subsidiary of the Radio Corporation 
of America, 

When we come to examine the 
careers of recording artists the facts 
are equally startling. Upon consider- 
ing the individual’s life history, it 
is astonishing to find how small a 
proportion of his or her earthly stay 
was devoted to making records. True, 
Len Spencer, who died at the ear- 
ly age of 47, was a recording ar- 
tist for the last 25 years of his life, 
but Arthur Collins and Byron G. 
Harlan, whose popularity at one time 
seemed likely to go on forever, made 
records for only about the same 
length of time as Spencer, although 
Collins lived to be 69 and Harlan 75. 
Ada Jones’ career as a professional 
recording performer was only 18 
years and she was well past her 
peak when she died. Mary Macdo- 
nough made records for a little over 
20 years, and Olive Kline and Elsie 
Baker for less than 20. 
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As asmall boy, I was unable to vis- 
ualize any time in the past when my 
hero, Billy Murray, hadn’t been sing- 
ing on records or any future pe- 
riod when he wouldn’t be. He had 
made them before I was born and 
he seemed likely to be making them 
when Gabriel responded to demands 
for encores of his trumpet solo. Yet, 
disregarding some early experimen- 
tal work in his teens, Billy’s true 
recording career extended only from 
1903 to 1932, with a brief comeback 
in 1940-41. During more than half 
of his 77 year life span he had no 
association with the phonograph. 


And Henry Burr, who made more 
records than any other singer be- 
fore or since, was active from 1922 
through 1929—about 27 years. Bing 
Crosby made his first record more 
than 30 years ago and still makes 
an occasional one, but ten years ago 
he was losing his luster as a rec- 
ording star. 

Consequently it will be seen, that 
given a normal lifetime, the most 
popular phonograph singers man- 
aged to go on working between 20 
and 30 years, with 25. years about 
the average. Those of the second 
flight of popularity held on for 10 
or 15 years, or about the length of 
a good baseball player’s big league 
career. Thus, as I have already said, 
George Wilton Ballard’s tenure be- 
fore the recording horn (he never 
made an electric record) was about 
the ‘“middle-of-the-road” average. 


III. Biographical Facts 


George Wilton Ballard was born 
in Syracuse, N. Y. (which Irving 
Kaufman also regards as his home 
town, although Kaufman was born 
in Russia and came to Syracuse as 
a child), and spent nearly all his life 
either there or in New York City. 
He died in Syracuse on April 6, 
1950, aged 72 years, four menths, and 
12 days. His father was Alfred Bal- 
lard, and he was given his middle 
name of Wilton from his mother’s 
maiden name. His death certificate 
says his home was at 708 James St., 
and he had been living in Syracuse 
(presumably on his return from New 
York) for 15 years. He had mostly 
given up his singing career (prob- 
ably about the time he ceased to be 
an Edison recording artist) and was 
a salesman in a jewelry store. The 
certificate gave “salesman” as the 
occupation he had followed most of 
his life, 


The Syracuse Herald-Journal for 
Friday, April 7, 1950, published the 
following obituary: ~*’ 


G. W. BALLARD, SINGER, WILL BE 
BURIED MONDAY... neral ser- 
vices for George Wilton Ballard . 
widely known concert tenor, who died 
yesterday, will be held at 2 p. m. Mon- 
day in the Schumaker and Mason Fu- 
neral Home. 

Mr. Ballard was employed as a dia- 
mond specialist and salesman for 
Howe's jewelry store since 1939. He 
died while at work. 

A resident of Syracuse most of his 
life, he lived for several years in New 
York City where he gave concerts in 
many churches and made recordings. 
He was a soloist at First Baptist 
Church in Syracuse. 


Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Della 
Ready Ballard; a son, Robert Hudson 
Ballard; a sister, Miss Bertha Ballard, 
of Detroit, Mich.; two grandchildren, 
Miss Martha Louise Ballard and Wil- 
ton Sprague Ballard, and several nieces 
and nephews. . . Burial will be in Am- 
ber Cemetery. 


The death certificate attributed the 
singer’s passing to a sudden attack 
of arteriosclerotic heart disease. 

Relatively little information con- 
cerning George Wilton Ballard may 
be found in old phonograph publica- 
tions. However, the following ap- 
peared in the Edison cylinder rec- 
ord catalog for April, 1914, when 
Ballard had made only two Blue Am- 
berol records: 


A native of Syracuse, N. Y., Mr. 
Ballard has for many years been among 
the leading concert and church tenors 
of the Eastern United States. He start- 
ed his musical career as soloist in 
leading church choirs of Syracuse, 
where he remained upwards of ten 
years. He is now located in New York 
City, where he occupies a prominent 
position as choir soloist at the Calvary 
Methodist-Episcopal church. Notwith- 
standing his success, he is still study- 
ing under the famous vocal instructor, 
Oscar Saenger. Mr. Ballard is a favor- 
ite with Edison owners. His enuncia- 
tion and phrasing are especially com- 
mendable. His voice is clear and sweet, 
and he puts a fervor and feeling in 
his interpretations that is most im- 
pressive and enjoyable.. 


This may be supplemented by the 
following from the 1923 catalog of 
Gennett records: 


There is no more popular Gennett 
singer than George Wilton Ballard. He 
possesses a rich, pure tenor of won- 
drous quality and his tones, especially 
the higher ones, are produced without 
effort. His shadings of tone and his 
voice control in general have endeared 
him to the hearts of thousands.

the rage for a long while. But may 
it gently be reminded that knowing 
how to say da does not make one an 
authority on the subject. Among the 
ridiculous statements along this line 
stands out the preposterous claim 
that Vialtzeva was a gypsy! She 
sang the so-called “gypsy roman- 
ces,” but because of that she was 
no more a gypsy than the _ inter- 
preters of Iris and Butterfly are 
Japanese. 


Incidentally, I never had occasion 
to mention this before: please note 
that the unsigned footnote to my ar- 
ticle “Singers of the Tzar,” which 
appeared in the February, 1953, 
number of the English “The Gramo- 
phone,” was written not by me but 
by the editor of that department. In 
it, a paragraph read: “.. . there were 
fourteen G& Ts of Vialtzeva, includ- 
ing what must be a unique perform- 
ance of the Gypsy Song from Car- 
men; to hear this sung by a genuine 
gypsy (sic) must certainly have been 
a revelation!”

The Dollology Club of Wash- 
ington, D. C., did last October with 
reference to French dolls. Many 
members learned how to identify and 
distinguish different types of French 
dolls as a result.

At one of our meetings, Mrs. Edith 
Meggers gave a most interesting talk 
on her trip to Russia last summer.

On this TV program, the writer, 
President of the Dollology Club of 
Washington, D. C., told the spy story 
of the doll Marjorie Custis Lee. In 
answering questions posed by the 
professional participant, she ex- 
plained some of the differences be- 
tween French and German dolls. 
Thirty-one dolls were in the show. 


What a thrill to hear that the 
beautiful creations in wax by Gladys 
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MacDowell looked life-like on the 
screen. Undoubtedly, each viewer was 
happy to meet their pretty creator. 


With the exception of the Yawn- 
ing Baby, they were all portrait dolls. 
There is a story connected with the 
Yawning Baby. A lady in the Mid- 
west wrote Gladys asking if she could 
make one. Her answer was that she 
would try. When it was finished, she 
sent a picture. The lady was so 
thrilled, she asked for immediate de- 
livery. She took it with her to the 
Miami National meeting of the 
United Federation of Doll Clubs and 
it won the Blue Ribbon. 

Another one of her doils exhibited 
on the TV program, little Blondie, 
was shown next to a mounted mag- 
azine cover of a little girl. Gladys 
MacDowell’s mother liked the_ pic- 
ture. She asked her daughter if she 
would make her a doll like it. The 
close resemblance was most striking. 


Many people asked what national- 
ity produced the delightful accent of 
our Aida Mikulich. (The answer — 
Spanish). It is most interesting to 
learn that the maker of these felt 
dolls is a chemist by profession. The 
highest tribute probably came from 
Mrs. MacDowell in view of her own 
ability. She said Mrs. Mikulich’s 
dolls were real works of art. 


Many of you readers will probably 
stop at Williamsburg this summer. 
If so, you shall see these most attrac- 
tive, original felt dolls. Like any ar- 
tist, she is not confined to one type. 
In addition to the Williamsburg 
characters, she also has children and 
fashion dolls, including a bride. Their 
garments are copied from Dior and 
Vogue, as well as original clothes by 
petite doll-like Mrs. Mikulich herself. 


The TV program ended with hav- 
ing fashion dolls of a hundred years 
ago and a doll standing beside a 
copy of Renoir’s painting, “The Lit- 
tle Girl with the Watering Can,” to- 
gether with a dress almost complet- 
ed, which will be a replica of the 
one in Renoir’s painting.

‘“‘Timekeepers--- 
High and Low” 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


As my studies in the field of time- 
keeping devices continue I am great- 
ly impressed by a facet that has not 
been specifically highlighted in the 
literature that has been and is avail- 
able to me. I am thinking of the 
tremendous variety of form and sub- 
stance which has characterized clocks 
and watches throughout the long his- 
tory of these devices. A timekeeping 
device is a comparatively simple me- 
chanical contrivance and its func- 
tion has been the same from the 
very start of its existence, yet it 
has been made in more different 
shapes and forms, and more specif- 
ically, to sell at prices that range 
from next to nothing to fabulous fig- 
ures. Nothing else that I know of 
offers such great contrasts in price 
for items that are, from a basic me- 
chanical standpoint, the same. Per- 
haps this is because the history of 
timekeeping devices is so very long, 
being exceeded only by ceramics, 

Time, as we know it is based on 
the constant movement of the Heav- 
enly bodies in the firmament. This 
fact, was discovered by the very ear- 
liest astronomers and the knowledge 
goes back beyond the dawn of his- 
tory. These astronomers, could there- 
fore, tell and record the passage of 
time through their observations of 
the stars and planets. The knowledge 
was confined to a very few, and as 
today, it was a complete mystery to 
the masses. The need, was then, for 
some kind of device that would some- 
how indicate the passing of time so 
that people of limited knowledge and 
understanding could make use of it. 

The first known device for this 
purpose was the Sun-Dial. Since the 
sun was known to pass overhead with 
regularity the sun-dial was contrived 
so that by the shadow it cast the 
approximate time of day was indi- 
cated by the corresponding position 
of the sun overhead. No one knows 
who invented the sun-dial or when 
it first came into use. It is known, 
however, that it was in use in the

Valley Of The Euphrates as early 
as 2000 B.C. The sun-dial was a 
very useful instrument in its day, 
but it had great limitations, mainly 
because it could only function when 
the sun was shining. 

The second known timekeeping de- 
vice was known as a Clepsydra or 
Water Clock. The basic principle of 
the Clepsydra was that water would 
flow through a fixed orifice, from one 
vessel to another, at a fairly con- 
stant rate and this could be utilized 
for keeping time, Here again, no one 
knows who invented the water clock 
or where and when it was first used. 
It is, however, known to have been 
in use nearly two centuries before 
the birth of Christ. The drawbacks 
and limitations of the water clock 
were obvious and many; it required 
a full time attendant and it would 
not operate in freezing weather since 
the water would solidify. 

What may or may not have been 
an improvement over the Clepsydra 
was the Sand-glass which utilized the 
same principle except that adry fine 
sand was used instead of water. It 
did have some advantages in that 
the sand would not freeze and would 
not evaporate. Some historians are 
of the opinion that the sand-glass is 
as old as the water clock, but the 
indications are that it came along 
some time after. The sand-glass had 
many limitations, although it is still 
in use as an egg timer. 

The most important development 
in the history of timekeeping de- 
vices was, of course, the mechanical 
clock and this development was in- 
evitable. We do not know who in- 
vented it or when. We do, however, 
know that a mechanical clock was 
constructed in Paris, about the mid- 
dle of the 14th century by a Ger- 
man mechanic named De Vick. From 
that period on the evolution and im- 
provement of timekeeping devices 
proceeded along mechanical lines. 

The construction of a mechanical

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timepiece is not a highly complicated 
matter. The heart of the device is, 
of course, the escapement. In a clock 
the escapement is usually controlled 
by a pendulum and in a watch the 
balance wheel, Together they regu- 
late the running of the timepiece at 
a constant rate. When the swing of 
the pendulum is known, or the oscil- 
lation of the balance wheel, the con- 
struction of the timepiece movement 
is merely a matter of calculating 
mathematically the geared wheels 
and pinions to operate between the 
escapement and the center wheel 
which must make one complete turn 
in exactly one hour. This basic prin- 
ciple has not changed from the first 
mechanical clock to the present day. 

Since the function of a timepiece 
is to keep time and the construction 
of a device to perform that function 
is relatively simple, it has been and 
is quite feasible to produce a reason- 
ably dependable timepiece at a very 
nominal cost. Why then do we find

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The difference in the actual time- 
keeping ability of the famous In- 
gersoll watch, millions of which were 
sold at a dollar each, and the “Pre- 
mier Maximus Certificate Watch,” 
which was made by Waltham Watch 
Company and sold at $750.00 each, 
is not great enough to be readily 
noticeable by the average person who 
‘is not concerned with split-second ac- 
curacy. Why then, did some people 
buy this fantastically high priced 
watch? The answer must be found 
in a study of human nature. There 
have always been people who were 
willing to pay for something a lit- 
tle better, or newer, or more ornate, 
or even just a little different than 
the things with which other people 
are satisfied. 

To point up the tremendous differ- 
ence found in the older timepieces, 
I am using as Illustration No. 1 a 
French Presentation Clock of the late 
eighteenth century. While this is not 
at all the ultimate in expensive clocks 
it is a good example of the higher 
priced ones. This type of clock was 
almost always made on special or- 
der for a wealthy customer, who 
would in turn, present the clock to 
some very important person of no- 
bility, or even royalty. Since this clock 
was undoubtedly made up on a spe- 
cial order, it is highly improbable 
that there is another exactly like it 
anywhere in the world. 

This presentation clock is a show 
piece of artistry and craftsmanship. 
The case is made up of black mar- 
ble and blue grey marble combined 
with polished white alabaster. The 
ornamentation is heavily plated with 
gold rather than the usual gilding. 
The serpentine hands are exquisite 
and the sunburst pendulum bob is 
striking. The movement is French, 
of course, eight-day and of superb 
workmanship. Since the clock was 
made for presentation purposes, the 
name of the maker does not appear 
on it. This, of course, is also true of 
many fine French clocks and watches. 

I have tried by various means to 
find out what this type of clock may 
have sold for when first made. The 
effort has been unsuccessful, but 
scraps of information that have come 
to light indicate that a fine presen- 
tation clock, such as this one, might 
have cost the buyer from 4 to 6000 
francs, which at the old rate of ex- 
change, would be $1000 to $1500. The 
cost of reproducing one of these 
clocks today would, of course, be 
many times that figure. 

.In contrast to the magnificent pre- 
sentation clock, Illustration No. 2, 
shows a specimen of the lowly kitch- 
en clock of a type that were made 
in this country during the second 
half of the 19th century, in count- 
less thousands, and sold as low as 
four dollars each at retail. This sim- 
ple and inexpensive clock gave good 
performance for normal use, They 
were usually fitted with eight-day 
striking brass movements and many 
of them are still performing well 
after 60 to 80 years of use. The dif-

This is by no means the ultimate 
in contrast. The American dollar 
watch is the low in this field while 
there have been watches made in 
Europe, with heavily jeweled case, 
running to many thousands of dol- 
lars. The same is true of clocks. 

These two illustrations, one HIGH 
and one LOW give some idea only 
of the wide range in which time- 
pieces have been made. Every grada- 
tion between has been filled by count- 
less designs and qualities. No one 
will ever know of them all, even 
after a lifetime of study and re- 
search. 

There is a reason for presenting 
this kind of an article and the pur- 
pose is to give some idea of the im- 
mensity of this field. I still get let- 
ters, almost every day, from people 
who say, in effect: “I have an old 
clock. Will you please tell me all 
about it, and especially, what is it 
worth.” I would like to be helpful, 
whenever I can, but this sort of 
thing is quite frustrating. 





HISTORICAL RECORDS

IV. Ballard’s First Recordings 

Judged by current standards, 
George Wilton Ballard made a rather 
late start as a talking machine ar- 
tist. He was in his early 30’s when 
he began recording for the company 
which made U.S. Everlasting cylin- 
ders from 1910 through most of 
1913. The U.S. recording manager, 
Albert Benzler, had previously been 
associated with Edison, and had a 
keen ear for good phonograph voices. 
As I have already said, I have not 
heard any of Ballard’s U.S. cylin- 
ders and can’t comment on their tone 
quality, but a survey of the cat- 
alog dated October, 1912, shows he 
was sometimes assigned a_ higher 
type of music than the popular sen- 
timental songs he usually sang for 
Edison. 

The Syracuse tenor’s four-minute 
U.S. records included 1048, “A 
Dream”; 1313, “I Hear You Calling 
Me”; 1448, “Let Me Call You Sweet- 
heart”; 1049, “Love Abiding”; 1194, 
“Love’s Sorrow’; 1402, “My Sweet- 
heart When a Boy”; 1150, “Red 
Wing”, and 13892, “The Snowy- 
Breasted Pearl,” which for some 
mysterious reason was sung without 
accompaniment. Others may have 
been issued in the year that remained 
before the company went out of busi- 
ness, unable to meet the competition 
of Mr, Edison’s new Blue Amberol. 

Ballard’s two-minute repertoire in- 
cluded 218, “Carissima’”; 303, “Dai- 
sies Won’t Tell”; 266, “Dream Riv- 
er”; 484, “I’d Love to Live in Love- 
land With a Girl Like You,” and 
389, “Summer Days.” Among the 
four-minute vocal duets, he and Wil- 
liam H. Thompson sang No. 1547, 
“When the Old Oaken Bucket was 
New.” On the two-minute they did 
466, ’Driving Home the Cows from 
Pasture,” and 504, “A Girlie was 
Just Made to Love.” 


It is possible that Ballard also 
made some Indestructible cylinders 
during this period, but lacking cat; 
alogs, I can’t be sure. I do have one 
Indestructible which he sang under 
the name of George Wilton — an 
atrociously recorded version of 
“Break the News to Mother,” but 
this probably was done in 1917 or 
1918. 


V. Becoming an Edison Artist 


The tenor may have had an ex- 
clusive U.S. contract, for he made 
no Edison cylinders until the Cleve- 
land firm ceased to function. His first 
Blue Amberol, No. 2150, “When the 
Twilight Comes to Kiss the Rose 
Good-Night,” was issued in Februa- 
ry, 1914, and remained popular for 
years. It was followed in March by 
No. 2196, a now forgotten Irving 
Berlin song, “There’s a Girl in 
Arizona,” which stayed in the cat- 
alog only a short time. After that, 
despite the statement in the April, 
1914, catalog that Ballard had be- 
come a favorite with Edison owners, 
more than a year elapsed before he 
was again heard from. 

Meanwhile, the melodious George 
was extending the scope of his activ- 
ities. His first Victor record came 
out in December, 1914. On one side 
of 17654 he sang “You’re More Than 
the World to Me,” while on the op- 
posite side Albert Campbell and Hen- 
ry Burr were heard in “Diane of the 
Green Van.” 

About that same time, Ballard pro- 
duced a disc that has been lost to 
the world. On December 1, 1914, the 
Victor Co. notified dealers two rec- 
ords which had been scheduled for 
the January supplement had _ been 
withdrawn and would not be issued. 
One was 17653, which combined Bal- 
lard’s version of “You’re Always 
Welcome at our House,” with ‘“Un- 
derneath the Japanese Moon,” by his 
erstwhile Syracuse neighbor, Irv- 
ing Kaufman. Also withdrawn was 
No. 17645, which combined a group 
of children’s songs sung by Olive 
Kline. The latter was issued shortly 
afterward as 17719, and Kaufman’s 
song, recoupled with “Where the 
Oceans Meet in Panama,’ became 
17699. However, the Ballard half of 
17653 was consigned to permanent 
oblivion. I wonder why. 

After this somewhat discouraging 
start, Ballard was not heard from 
again on Victer until November, 
1915, when he and “John Wilbur” 
sang a duet version on 17889 of 
“When You Sit Beside the Fireside 
in Winter.” (“Wilbur” was the Peer- 
less Quartet basso, John Meyer). An 
Irving Berlin hit, “Araby,” sung by 
Harry Macdonough, was its mate. 
The tenor’s final appearance as a 
Victor artist was in January, 1916, 
when he sang on 17903, “Could the 
Dreams of a Dreamer Come True.” 
The other side was “If.it Takes a 
Thousand Years,” by James Reed 
(Reed Miller) and James F. Harri- 
son (Frederick Wheeler). 

His Columbia experience was 
equally short and unimpressive. He 
first appeared in a Columbia list in 
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August, 1914, on record A1553, sing- 
ing “When You Play in the Game of 
Love.” His “platter mate” was Man- 
uel Romain, rendering “My Love 
Would Fill a Thousand Hearts.”’ The 
supplement referred to Ballard as 
a “singer so far a stranger to our 
list . . . a tenor of much reputation 
in concert and high-class vaudeville. 
Mr. Ballard makes a remarkably at 
tractive record of Leo Feist’s latest 
hit.” 

Ballard was heard from again in 
January, 1915, when he and Ada 
Jones recorded a song that didn’t 
sell, “In the Garden” (not the gos- 
pel hymn made familiar by Homer 
Rodeheaver and Virginia Asher), on 
No. A1627. Their companion duet- 
tists were Collins and Harlan, sing- 
ing “It’s a Very Easy Thing to Put 
a Ring Upon a Finger” — another 
tune that didn’t catch on, 

The tenor’s third and last Colum- 
bia appearance was in March, 1915, 
when he sang “In My Dream of You”’ 
on A1684. The Lyric Trio (Will Oak- 
land, Albert Campbell and Henry 
Burr), occupied the other side with 
“Everything Reminds Me of that Old 
Sweetheart of Mine.” 

I have no doubt Ballard’s Victor 
and Columbia activities were cut 
short because his records didn’t sell, 
and they were poor sellers because 
the lateral-cut recording process fell 
short of doing justice to his voice, 
which was peculiarly rich in over- 
tones. Victor and Columbia obtained 
excellent results with many singers, 
but Ballard’s tones were so distinc- 
tive that only Edison could register 
them in all their individuality. 

The same statement concerning a 
lack of realism may be made con- 
cerning the Gennett and Federal rec- 
ords by Ballard, which came out for 
several years in the early 1920’s. The 
Federal discs also appeared under 
the Silvertone label. 


VI. Back to Edison 


It has been mentioned that Bal- 
lard made two Edison Blue Amberol 
cylinders, issued in February and 
March, 1914. Then there was a pe- 
riod of more than a year, while he 
was making discs, before he again 
appeared in an Edison cylinder list. 
In June, 1915, he was on hand with 
2613, “The Violin My Great Grand- 
Daddy Made,” which appeared soon 
afterward as his first Diamond Disc, 
50242, coupled with “The A. O. H’s 
of the U.S.A.” by that rollicking co- 
median, Edward Meeker. These two 
songs are virtually unknown today, 
but the record was popular enough 
to stay in the catalog for ten years. 

In August, 1915, Ballard’s Blue 
Amberol, “Take Me Back to Your 
Heart,” appeared. This was an Eng- 
lish song and the record was made 
chiefly for sale in British territory. 
It did not appear on the Diamond 
Disc. 

From this time, Ballard through- 
out the next ten years was one of 
the most consistent performers for

Ribera or Raphael? 





Ribera or Raphael? This prized painting belongs to Mrs. R. H. Dobell 
of Tacoma, Wash. 





In 1836, George Selves, a wealthy 
restaurant owner and art collector 
of Cincinnati, Ohio made a trip back 
to England, where he purchased a 
group of oil paintings for his home. 

In this group was a fine Spanish 
painting attributed to Jose Ribera 
(1588-1656), Spanish and Neapolitan 
master. 

Selves had a favorite niece who 
was married two years after he 
brought the painting to Cincinnati, 
and he gave it to her for a wedding 
present. She eventually took it to the 
home of her father, E. B. Dobell, who 
operated a furniture factory in Law- 


renceburg, Ind. There the picture was 
kept until Mr. and Mrs. R. H. Dobell 
of Tacoma, Wash., inherited it in 
1925. In most of the intervenin 
year the picture has been in a ban 
vault. Mr. Dobell passed on a few 
years ago. 

The subject of the painting is “St. 
John on the Island of Patmus,” and 
the Apostle is shown writing his book 
known as the Revelation of St. John. 
The size of the painting is 37” x 56”. 
Its colors are beautiful Spanish red, 
brown, cream, blue and black and is 
a scene apparently painted in the 
open. The date on the painting is 


1632, and it bears the initials ROF. 
Apparently the signature is hidden 
under two or more coats of varnish. 
It had not been cleaned before it was 
varnished, 

When Mrs. Dobell, a subscriber of 
HOBBIES, visited our offices a few 
months ago, she was seeking more 
history on the origin of the painting 
and definite authentication. Although 
some who have seen the picture be- 
lieve that it is a genuine Ribera, 
which in itself makes it a prized pos- 
session, Mrs. Dobell holds to the the- 
ory that there is a possibility that it 
may be older than a Ribera, and 
even a Raphael, as some family 
tradition seems to think, At the mo- 
ment it is in the ranks of the “mys- 
tery paintings.” 





18th CENTURY ART 
AND DESIGN 


Eighteenth Century Design, an ex- 
hibition of ornament prints and 
drawings with a variety of related 
objects, opened on January 20 in a 
part of the Museum’s Special Exhi- 
bition Galleries at the Metropolitan 
(N.Y.C.) Museum. It will remain on 
view through April 17. 

The drawings and prints in High- 
teenth Century Design are admirably 
representative of those which helped 
to create and spread the styles of 
that century. They range from first 
quick ideas for designs, through- 
highly finished presentations intend- 
ed to sell a proposed piece or to pro- 
vide a model for copying, to pic- 
tures of objects already executed. 
They are the work of such artists as 
Piranesi, Robert Adam, Pierre Babel, 
Bélanger, Thomas Chippendale, Ser- 
vandoni, Jean Pillement, Angelica 
Kauffmann, Meissonier, Saint-Aubin, 
Sir William Chambers, and G. P 
Pannini., 

The eighteenth century designer 
worked with a richly expressive vo- 
cabulary. The variety of his crea- 
tions, from fans to fireworks and 
salt cellars to palaces, might startle 
our own unadorned age. His was the 
last and golden era of ornament; 
the nineteenth century relegated dec- 
oration to the machine with the con- 
sequence of mass-produced ornament 
inappropriately applied. This, becom- 
ing unbearable by the end of the 
century, resulted in the almost to- 
tal abolition of ornament and pat- 
tern in following generations. 

Seen together with the design 
drawings and prints, the actual fur- 
nishings and other objects shown in

the exhibition create a composite pic- 
ture of the taste and style of ele- 
gance. Some of its highlights are a 
rock crystal and wrought steel chan- 
delier from the Palazzo Chiablese ir 
Turin, a German choirstall or mar- 
quetry with plaster sculptures from 
the Cathedral of Triére, a little 
French carved wood fireplace, a 
Chippendale chair, painted wood pan- 
els, textiles, wallpapers, ladies’ fans, 
snuff boxes, a silver vessel, a jew- 
eled watch — even vendors’ trade 
cards, billheads, funeral invitations 
and lottery posters. 

There are some striking, juxta- 
posed examples of original design 
and its final execution. Most extra- 
ordinary, perhaps, is the near iden- 
tity between a rare and _ splendid 
Louis XVI secretary cabinet with 
Sévres plaques (part of a gift from 
The Samuel H. Kress Foundation an- 
nounced in 1958) and a superb pen 
and watercolor furniture design for- 
merly in the collection of the Prince 
de Ligne (a gift of Raphael Esme- 
rian in 1959). 

The exhibition Eighteenth Century 
Design was installed under the su- 
pervision of Carl J. Weinhardt, Jr., 
Associate Curator of Prints.

Asia House, 112 East 64th St., 
New York, N. Y., opened on March 7 
a Japanese sculpture display.

Little Jocko 
Musical Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


The organ grinder with his pet performing monkey 
was a normal part of the street scene some years ago 
and children derived fun and pleasure in giving the 
monkey a penny and listening to the catchy tunes of 
the loud but pleasant music emanating from the hand 
cranked organ. The monkey would then, in the usual 
routine, do a turn around dance in acceptance of the 
coin. The organ grinder and his monkey would be an 
unusual sight these days, however, they are brought 
vividly to mind as we reach No. 83 in our numerical 
classification of the mechanical banks. This bank is 
the Little Jocko Musical Bank and both the monkey 
and the organ, as well as the music, are respectively 
well represented and played. 

The Strauss Manufacturing Company of New York 
made the Little Jocko Musical Bank and they used the 
terminology “Patent App’d For” and “Trade Mark” on 
the front of the bank. So far the writer has been un- 
successful in locating any patent papers or evidence of 
the trade mark that would apply to the bank. Therefore, 


to the best of his knowledge the exact date of the 
manufacture of the bank is not known. It is the opinion 
of the writer, however, that it dates in the 1910 to 1915 
period. 

The bank shown is in very fine original condition 
and was obtained by the writer through the good help 
of Bill Ginter of Bryan, Ohio. Mr. Ginter’s main in- 
terest is in antique firearms, however, he is also active 
in other specialty collector’s items, as well as an interest 
in classic cars. 

The Little Jocko is a bright attractive bank and the 
specimen shown has excellent paint with few mars or 
scratches. The round circle on the front of the bank 
was caused by the operating crank which in turn 
marred the paint surface in the fashion shown. The 
crank is practically flush with the front surface of the 
bank and thus in operation this marking is unavoid- 
able. The entire organ part of the bank is an all over 
bright red. The decorations and scroll work on the 
front are in gold as is the lettering in the name. The 
wording “Patent Appl’d For’ and “Trade Mark” is in 
black. The scene of the gondola with the gondolier is 
done in blue, red, brown, white, and yellow with various 
shadings. This scene is outlined in black and gold to 
give the appearance of a picture frame. The top of 
the organ has the statement “A Coin Please!” in black 
across the front edge. There is also gold outlining on 
the top. On each end of the organ there is a rhyme in 
black, “Drop a Coin in the Slot - Then turn the Crank 
around - You will see the Monkey Dance - And hear 
the Music sound.” This rhyme is on a gold background 
with yellow scroll work outlining and below it appears 
an open sheet of music. The back of the bank is very 
interesting as it shows a large pipe organ with fifteen 
pipes that have a different type hat on top of each 
one. Nine of the pipes have character faces on them and 
each face is different but all have their mouths open 
as though singing. The pipes are yellow shaded with 
red and the outline of the pipe organ is gold with a 
dark blue background. The hats are done in gold and 
the faces in blue. Underneath the pipe organ appears 
the following wording in black, “Strauss Mf’g. Com- 
pany, New York, U.S.A.” 

The monkey on top of the organ is brown and he has 
a blue hat and trousers and a red jacket. The coin cup 
beside the monkey is gold with a white line around 
the bottom. There is a locking coin trap on the under- 
side of the organ. The handle of the crank is a wooden 
knob. The bank is made of tin and sheet iron and the 
monkey is a lead-like material. 


To operate the bank a coin is inserted in the provided 
slot inside the coin cup. It is necessary to push the 
coin in this slot rather than drop it in. The crank is 
then turned clockwise and music starts to play and the 
monkey dances around in a circle pivoting on his left 
foot. The entire piece plays through and then stops 
automatically regardless of the continued turning of 
the crank. It is necessary to insert another coin to 
resume the action and music. 


The Little Jocko Musical Bank with its attractive 
appearance and good action accompanied by music is 
a desirable bank to have in a collection. It’s a diffi- 
cult bank to find in complete original condition and so 
far there are four, possibly five, known to exist in 
private collections.

Persian Figure Art 


The style of decoration of the Sa- 
sanian period (224-650) A.D.)— fa- 
mous for metal work—survived into 
the early Islamic period (650-1037). 
From late in the Sasanian dynasty 
and early Islamic times there comes 
a small—but very distinctive—group 
of animals in which vessel and sculp- 
ture are united. Vessels in animal 
form, presumably primarily for ritu- 
al use, had been produced in Persia 
from early times. There was a re- 
vival of interest in bird and animal 
forms. Though none have survived, 
there are written accounts of marve- 
lous mechanical devices—gold and 
jeweled — portraying animals. Sev- 
eral extant bird figures may date 
from the eighth or ninth century. 

Credited to the Early Islamic pe- 
riod are several silver dishes with 
Sasanian figure subjects. Silver ves- 
sels with representations of animals 
and birds form an important group. 
A popular animal of Sasanian art 
was the fantastic winged monster, 
the senmurv part bird, part lion and 
dog. A silver senmurv dish in the 
British Museum is attributed to the 
eighth or ninth century. This dish 
reveals artistic values which were 
evolved in the Early Islamic period. 

Eighth century craftsmen designed 
and created bronze ewers which dis- 
played figure forms. One type had a 
globular body and long tubular neck, 
with a spout in the shape of a bird. 
A well-known example of this type 
is in the Metropolitan Museum of

Art, The upper part of the neck has 
a decoration of palmette trees in 
openwork. A floral scroll ornaments 
the handle, and on the body are re- 
lief Sasanian patterns of pomegran- 
ates and half palmettes. A crowing 
rooster spout is skilfully styled. A 
particularly fine ewer of this group 
is in the Arab Museum, Cairo. The 
vessel is ornamented with richly en- 
graved animal groups in arcades and 
relief decorations of palmette scrolls 
is in the Islamic style of the eighth 
century. The workmanship of the 
crowing rooster spout exemplifies the 
best tradition of Sasanian art. 

There is in the Victoria and AI- 
bert Museum, London, a_ splendid 
brass ewer—distinctive in decorative 
form and style produced by Persian 
metalworkers in the early thirteenth 
century. The vessel is lavishly dec- 
orated with silver inlay. A simple 
spout extends from the long tubular 
neck. The top of the plain, heavy 
handle is ornamented with a solid 
casting of a bird. Arabic script, per- 
fectly adaptable to every decorative 
purpose, has been applied to the ewer 
in several of its great variety of 
forms. 

Persian metalworkers continued to 
invent new styles and enlarge their 
catalogue of designs. Though the 
work of the early designers and 
craftsmen was remarkable, they by 
no means exhausted the possibilities 
of the metal arts. In Persian art, 
elaboration seems never to reach an

impasse. Down to the present day— 
with standards of design and work- 
manship high—every kind of object 
has been given distinction by Per- 
sian artisans. 

Iranian metalworkers, in all pe- 
riods, have skilfully employed open- 
work for the decoration of candle- 
sticks, censers, ewers, plaques and 
other objects. There is in the De- 
troit Institute of Art a fine eigh- 
teen-inch candlestick in bronze open- 
work—of thirteenth century Persian 
workmanship. Figures of sirens and 
sphinxes surrounded by arabesque 
scrolls—contained in medallions— 
form the decoration. 

Figures constituted an important 
element in the decoration of metal- 
work. Incense burners were often de- 
signed in the form of birds and ani- 
mals. An outstanding example in the 
shape of a lion is in the Metropol- 
itan Museum of Art. The lion—dec- 
orated with interlacings in openwork 
on the shoulders, the collar and the 
thighs—is representative of Seljuk 
art. This example has been attrib- 
uted to the twelfth century. 

Shown here is a Persian brass in- 
cense burner—one of a pair—in the 
form of a bird. The bird is decorated 
with interlacings in openwork on the 
shoulders. The plumage is indicated 
by engraving. Size: height seven 
inches, length nine inches, weight 
twenty-six ounces, 

A magnificent figure of a pigeon— 
iron with gold and silver inlays— 
Persian, 17th-18th century, is shown 
in the Asia Minor section of Art of 
Far Lands. This fine figure is in a 
private collection. 

Early Islamic bronzes included the 
aquamanile in forms of animals and 
birds. This was a jug that held per- 
fumed water, and was passed around 
the dining table between courses— 
in the days when most foods were 
eaten with the fingers. 

A bronze aquamanile, moulded as 
a bird, was included in the Exhibi- 
tion of Islamic Art at the M. H. De 
Young Memorial ‘Museum, San Fran- 
cisco, 1937. The workmanship — 
Egypto-Arabic, 11th century. 

A metal vessel, in The Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago, displays the artis- 
tic ideals of simplicity and strength. 
This is an effective bull’s head ewer 
of engraved bronze—fifteen inches in 
height, Persian, 11th-12th century. 
The symbolic traditional shape of 
the bull’s head ewer continued a pre- 
historic type which had its origin in 
the belief, that by drinking from a 
vessel resembling one of the more 
vital animals, something of that ani- 
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mal’s own vitality would be trans- 
ferred. 

A fine old bronze ewer in the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art has a spout 
shaped like an oil lamp, Attributed 
to the province of Khurasan, 12th 
century, it is decorated with inlays 
of silver bands and inscriptions, ara- 
besques and running animals. Of spe- 
cial significance is the handle, in the 
shape of an elongated lion, graceful- 
ly stylized in the Seljuk manner. 

Their importance to so many peo- 
ple, made animals the principal sub- 
ject of many primitive arts. Artists 
and craftsmen became absorbed in 
portraying the beasts of the woods 
and the fields. Islam censured the 
making of images, and sculptors 
were threatened with punishment, 
but Persia had too long created and 
loved her animal figures to forsake 
them. Though reality departed from 
the figures, the old vitality remained.

TOWN GRIERS 


By LOIS E. SPRINGER 


The wakeman, later to become the 
town crier, was a familiar figure in 
medieval towns and villages. His 
foremost duties, those of a _night- 
watchman, were to patrol the streets 
for the repression of crime and to 
exorcize whatever evil spirits might 
be lurking in the darkness. The two 
best “weapons” in carrying out his 
duties were a bell in one hand and 
a lantern in the other; for ever since 
primitive times, bells and _firelight 
had been found most effective in 


a 
SENS or ras WORLD 
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frightening off evils, real or other- 
wise, lurking in outer darkness. 
Gradually the night-watchman 
gained added stature as a community 
figure and his duties began to mul- 
tiply. Under the niceties of Eliza- 
bethan diction he came to be called 
a bellman. Though his primary 
watchman’s duties of patrolling the 
streets remained, he became some- 


‘thing of a timepiece in Elizabethan 


days, calling and ringing out the 
hours as he made his rounds. This 
was of course in the days when 
clocks were still uncommon. 

In the time of Queen Mary (1566) 
a bellman was appointed for each 
ward in London. He was required to 
have a bell, to proclaim the hours 
and to tell the state of weather. The 
bellman of St. Sepulchre’s, near New- 
gate, was given the special respon- 
sibility of using his bell and his 
chant to rouse the night before exe- 
cution the unfortunates lying in 
prison, condemned to death. Punctu- 
ating his rhyme with his bell, he 
solemnly exhorted them to repent- 
ance and then concluded

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“When Sepulchre’s bell 

tomorrow tolls, 

The Lord have mercy

When a street-lighting edict was 
passed requiring each householder to 
hang out a lantern nightly with a 
whole candle, the bellman was given 
the further task of checking the 
lights and warning of fires. 

While making his lonely rounds, 
the Elizabethan bellman devised the 
custom of chanting a blessing from 
door to door, the better to ward off 
evil from the house. So if the sleep- 
ers in the neighborhood were roused 
and disturbed by his bell, they were 
perhaps soothed by the _ bellman’s 
chant, remembering as they sank 
back to sleep that it was only 
“. . . the bellman’s drowsy charm 
To bless the door from nightly harm.” 


Encouraged by the kindly recep- 
tion given his poetic blessings, many 
an Elizabethan bellman waxed even 
more poetic. He began saluting his 
masters and mistresses with rhymes 
suitable for festivals and other sea- 
sonal occasions. These were chanted 
to the accompaniment of his bell or 
written on an elaborate scroll and 
left at the door. 

During the quarrel between Queen 
Mary II of England and her sister, 
afterwards Queen Anne, this verse 
was written, also this parody on 
Queen ‘Mary’s orders in council: 

The Bellman of Piccadilly’s Vers- 
es to the Princess Anne: 


“Welcome, great princess, 
to this lowly place. 
Where injured royalty 
must hide its face; 
Your praise, each day, 
by every man is sung, 
And in the night 
by me shall here be rung.” 


The Queen’s orders are as follows: 

“Ye are to take a messenger and 
to find out the dwelling house of 
the Bellman of Picadilly, and when 
you meet with him, search his fur 
cap, his night cap, and above all 
his bell, and whatever verses you 
find upon him you are to bring to

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me. Ye are to charge him on pain 
of forfeiture of his employment 
that he do not sing such verses 
about the streets. Ye are to charge 
him to take care of thieves and 
robbers, but to waive that part of 
his duty to the princess, for since 
her guards are taken off, she is 
neither to be regarded by day, or 
guarded by night.” 


By the time the colonists were set- 
tling in America, the bellman was 
evolving into the town crier. Old 
borough records give some interest- 
ing items relating to the criers’ bells. 
For example, the price of a five and 
three-fourths pound one, polished in- 
side and out and engraved, was up- 
wards of one pound. These bells were 
greatly treasured and records tell of 
many a stiff fight a town crier had 
to wage, on occasion, to keep his bell 
in hand, 

Today, criers are still a colorful 
feature in the British Isles, where 
they may be found mainly in resort 
towns, proclaiming local events, dis- 
tributing handbills and attending 
municipal functions. And the office 
is still a proud one, having remained 
in the same family sometimes for 
several generations. 

Each summer town criers from 
England, Scotland and Wales gather 
at Hastings, Sussex, for a national 
championship contest. Prizes are giv- 
en for the loudest, clearest voice and 
for the best, most colorful uniform. 
The trophies and awards are much 
sought after, and the entire contest 
a very gala affair. 

In colonial America the town crier 
was much like his English counter- 
part, less a watchman and more a 
purveyor of news. His familiar 
Oyez! Oyez! Oyez! (Hear ye! Hear 
ye! Hear ye!) accompanied by his 
bell always preceded the crying of 
objects lost or found, weddings, fu- 
nerals, auctions, etc. 

A few of the colonial town crier 
bells have been preserved in collec- 
tions. At Mission Inn, Calif., is the 
one used at Bedford, Mass. It is in- 
scribed as follows: “This bell was 
rung on the morning of the 19th day 
of April, 1775, to arouse the people 
and farmers and tell them that Paul 
Revere had brought the news that 
the British Army was coming to de- 
stroy stores of ammunition at Con- 
cord, Mass., and to attack them at 
Lexington, and there they met the 
foe. Here commenced the Revolution- 
ary War inthe early morning hours.” 





FAVORITE PIONEER 
RECORDING ARTISTS

the Edison disc and cylinder cat- 
alogs. During part of the time he 
may have been an exclusive Edison 
artist, which most record buyers 
thought of him as being, anyway. He 
was assigned many song hits as well 
as some old-time ballads which prob- 
ably were personally selected by Mr. 
Edison. “The Old Man” had a fond- 
ness for recording the songs of his 
boyhood, without much regard as to 


whether they would sell. Most of the 
Ballard Diamond Discs were in the 
50,000 series, which sold at various 
times from $1 to $1.35, but some were 
in the 80,000 class, whose prices 
varied from $1.50 to $1.85. A hear- 
ing of the records reveals the tenor 
had clear enunciation, but a trace of 
an Italianiate style, which sometimes 
caused him to pronounce “i” as “e”. 
Thus, “hickory stick” becomes “hee- 
kory steeck.” His voice was always 
warm and charged with emotion even 
in trivial ballads. He was not ver- 
satile, as many other popular record- 
ing artists were, but stuck to sen- 
timental songs and never essayed 
comedy. 

A list of Ballard’s most popular 
Edison records would include 50686, 
“Daddy, You’ve Been a Mother to 
‘Me”; 50307, “I’m a Lonesome Mel- 
ody”; 50534, “I’m Forever Blowing 
Bubbles”; 50690, “The Love Nest”; 
50325, ““M-O-T-H-E-R (A Word that 
Means the World to Me”); 50755, 
“Mother of Pearl’; 503438, “There’s 
a Long, Long Trail” (probably the 
most popular of all); 50269, “When 
I Was a Dreamer”; 50678, “When 
You’re Gone I Won’t Forget”; 50811, 
“Where the Sunset Turns the Ocean’s 
Blue to Gold”, and 51014, “Sunset 
Trail of Gold.” He did relatively lit- 
tle duet work, but “Bubbles,” and 
several other numbers were sung 
with Helen Clark; “The Love 
Nest,” and “When You’re Sure I 
Won’t Forget,” with Louise Terrell, 
who was really Elizabeth Lennox; 
and “Sunset Trail of Gold,” with 
Betsy Lane Shepherd. His first Edi- 
son duet partner was the compar- 
atively obscure baritone, Owen J. 
McCormack, with whom he sang, on 
50318, “In the Land of Love with 
the Song Birds.” 

Ballard was one of the artists en- 
gaged to give “tone tests.” singing 
in comparison with the Official Lab- 
oratory Model New Edison. I find the 
following paragraph in Along Broad- 
way for March-April, 1919:

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Jacques Glockner gave several Tone- 
Test recitals for men in uniform a few 
weeks ago. The Tone-Test feature of 
the programs was more or less of an 
experiment, as we wondered a little 
how the soldiers would enjoy it. As 
the men had no particular interest in 
the Edison, it was an excellent oppor- 
tunity of judging the Tone-Test from 
the point of view of entertainment 
only. . . Each one was a complete suc- 
cess. The men were delighted with the 
music, and seemed particularly inter- 
ested in the recitals as a demonstration 
of the degree of perfection Which has 
been attained by the Edison phono- 
graph. 


One of my friends who attended 
a Tone-test in which Ballard took 
part described him as a small man 
with rather prominent eyes, who 
sang well but sometimes became so 
interested in following the progress 
of the record that he turned away 
from the audience to watch the “plat- 
ter” spin, and momentari‘y forgot to 
sing along with the disc. 

In 1917 Edison organized one of 
the best mixed voice quartets that 
ever made records — the Harmony 
Four, consisting of John Young, first 
tenor; Ballard, second tenor; Gladys 
Rice, soprano, and Donald Chalmers, 
bass. The quartet sang several rec- 
ords in which the four voices blended 
exquisitely. One of these was the big 
1918 song hit, “Smiles.” Miss Rice, 
who made her first Edison records 
at the age of 19 and is still active 
in New York musical circles, is the 
only survivor of the group. 

Ballard also sang in the Edison 
series of “Songs of the Past,” and 
occasionally took the lead in Premier 
Quartet records, when Billy Murray 
was not available. One of these was 
50528, “Mammy’s Lullaby.” He sings 
“Good Night, Dear” on 50750, “The 
Land of Minstrelsy,” by the Premier 
Quartet and Minstrel Co., but takes 
no part in the comedy, which is en- 
trusted to Steve Porter, Murray and 
‘Meeker. At times he sang in the Met- 
ropolitan Quartet of mixed voices. 

One of the unusual Edison records 
in which Ballard participates is 
80354, “That Creepy, Weepy Feel- 
ing,” from the musical comedy, “His

Sir Hubert Wilkins 


Mystic Seaport Museum 


By A. J. MARINO 


On October 6, 1959, the ‘Mystic 
Seaport Museum at Mystic, Conn., 
opened an exhibit of various histor- 
ical items which: illustrate the won- 
derful life and work of Sir Hubert 
Wilkins, a great explorer and sci- 
entist. He was born in Australia on 
October 31, 1888, and died in Fram- 
ingham, Mass., December 1, 1958. 

Born an Australian, he came to 
the United States in the twenties 
and devoted most of his work and 
life in services to his adopted coun- 
tvy. He died at 70, working in the 
service of the United States, as a 
geographer and consultant at the 
Army Quartermaster Corps Research 
and Development Center, Natick, 
Mass. He contributed many new 
items for our Arctic Army activ- 
ities. 

Sir Hubert was among those who 
made the earliest flights in the Arctic 
and Antarctic regions. His flying ac- 
tivities were climaxed by his flight 
from Point Barrow, Alaska to Spits- 
bergen for which he received many 
honors including a knighthood from 
Great Britain.. 

Besides his flying activities, Sir 
Hubert is known for having made 
the first exploration in Arctic wa- 
ters by submarine. This work was 
done in 1931 after much study and 
planning. All of this is covered in 
his book, “Under the North Pole,” 
published in 1981. 

This pioneering work in submarine 
exploration under the polar ice, and 











the data accumulated and recorded 
gave great assistance to our Navy 
when the nuclear submarine the 
“Nautilus” and the “Skate’’ success- 
fully reached the North Pole. 

This fact may be read in the ac- 
knowledgements made by our Navy 
and due credit was given to Sir Hu- 
bert’s work. 

After Sir Hubert died, our Navy 
saluted the memory of this great man 
and in tribute our submarine “Skate” 
went to the North Pole on March 17, 
1959, and broke through the ice. The 
commander, James Calvert conduct- 
ed a service and with the American 
and Australian flags flying, cast his 
ashes to the wind where Sir Hubert

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spent so many of his years learning 
the secrets of the polar regions. 

Among the many items exhibited 
at the Mystic Museum one can see 
those same flags and other items 
from this great event. There are pic- 
tures and relics from all of Sir Hu- 
bert’s life and work which give a 
good story of this great man and his 
ideas. 

The following is a brief chronolog- 
ical history of Sir Hubert’s life and 
accomplishments. We owe a great 
deal to this man’s life, and the fu- 
ture will prove the value of his ef- 
forts. His work has made us strong- 
er and greater, both in our scientific 
accomplishments and our national 
defense.

SPECTACULAR SPAIN 
IN PHOTOGRAPHS | 


The dramatic face of Spain is re- 
vealed in an exhibition at the Met- 
ropolitan Museum which includes 
photographs taken over a period of 
many years by famed Spanish pho- 
tographer José Ortiz Echagiie. The 
exhibition, Spectacular Spain, offers 
landscapes, villages, castles, religious 
scenes, and a group of eloquent por- 
traits — fishermen, water carriers, 
dancing peasants, monks, gypsies, 
penitents. These are supplemented by 
pictures by other noted photogra- 
phers (Cartier-Bresson, Haas, Craig 
Annan) and a few etchings by Goya 
and others. 

Opening February 11 and continu- 
ing indefinitely in the Photograph 
Exhibition Gallery (Auditorium 
Lounge), much of the display has 
been made possible through the gen- 
erous loan of pictures by Senor 
Echagiie. 

José Ortiz Echagiie was born in 
1886 in Guadalajara, in the province 
of Castile. His interest .in photog- 
raphy began quite early, and by the 
age of 16 he had started on a suc- 
cessful pictorial career. He grad- 
uated at 22 as a military engineer 
and was soon taking aerial pictures 
while piloting balloons. In 1911 he 
was the third Spaniard to be com- 
missioned an aeroplane pilot, and 
from that day his life has always 
been associated with aircraft. Later 
he founded, in Madrid, the great 
aeronautical factory of C.A.S.A. and 
also S. E. A. T., a motor car man- 
ufacturing company. He is today 
President of both these vast organi- 
zations. 

Commenting on the photographer’s 
work, A. Hyatt Mayor, Curator of 
Prints at the Metropolitan ‘Museum, 
has said, “His pictures astonish be- 
cause Ortiz Echagiie is an engineer 
of the jet age who photographs— 
often from the air—the ruined cas-

“Paris Backs” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Some words are more than mere 
words or names: they have associa- 
tions which give them a special fas- 
cination and significance. To use an 
overworked (and often misapplied) 
expression, they are “glamorous.” 
“Paris” is such a word. It conjures 
up visions of elegance developed over 
centuries; it symbolizes the acme of 
style, the pinnacle of sophisticated 
fashion and refinement. So it is not 
strange that some of this enchant- 
ment attaches even to buttons—when 
those buttons bear the magic name. 

In recent years, collectors have be- 
gun to specialize in these ‘Paris 
Backs’—a name applied to any but- 
ton, of whatever type or material, 
which displays the word “Paris” on 
the back. ‘Mere French trade-names, 
or even the word “France” are not 
enough, however charming the but- 
ton so labelled. No, a button must be 
back-marked “Paris” in order to 
qualify for this particular classifica- 
tion. 

I have never specialized in Paris 
Backs, and those I possess are scat- 
tered among other groups and cate- 
gories, Many of them have already 
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appeared in BuTTON PARADE and 
HosBiEs, where they were not al- 
ways identified as Paris Backs; (in 
the earlier days of collecting, we 
were not as “back conscious” as we 
are now!) So, for the sake of varie- 
ty, I borrowed a few buttons from 
my friend, Eleanor Redfield,* who is 
a “Paris Back” fan. In accordance 
with my usual custom, I have not 
confined myself to “outstanding” 
items, but have tried to show a rep- 
resentative group: 

No. 1 - Covered fabric button with 
woven pattern, typical of many in 
this classification. Reverse: “Tresse- 
Paris.” 

No. 2 - Flat brass with winged 
Lion in relief against a_ pebbled 
ground, Reverse: “T.W.& W. H. M.- 
Paris-Breveté.” 

A brief explanation of French 
back-marks may not be out of place 
here: “Breveté” means “Patented,” 
“Déposé is an abbreviation of ‘Mar- 
que Déposé,’’— the equivalent of our 
“Registered Trade Mark.” “S.G.D.G.” 
stand for “Sans garantie du gouver- 
nement,” meaning that the article is 
patented but without government 


guarantee. “Solidaire,” (which I 
used to think referred to the con- 
struction of the button !), means 
“jointly and separately liable,” and 
is apparently a qualifying term ap- 
plied to a patent. 

When it comes to makers’ names, 
I can identify only two, but they are 
the two most commonly found: 
“T.W.&W.” stands for . “Trélon, 
Weldon & Weil,” who are said to 
have made buttons between 1814- 
1864. The “H.M.” found on many 
“T.W.&W.” buttons stands for 
“Hartog” and “Marchand,” who 
joined the firm c. 1865 and remained 
with it until 1884. “A. P. & Cie.” 
stands for “Albert Parent & Co.” 
An earlier partnership was known 
as “A. Parent & MHamet” or 
“P. & H.”** I append a partial list 
of Paris Back-marks at the end of 
this article.*** 

No. 3 - Brass Drum button with 
pearl Snowflake against black pitch 
(?) background, under glass. Re- 
verse: “P. H.-Paris.” 

No. 4 - Convex Plastic Horn with 
geometric design of very fine lines. 
Reverse: “Emile Bassot - Paris.” 
Emile Bassot developed the Plastic 
Horn process (c. 1858) and some 
early buttons bear his name. While 
a great many Plastic Horn buttons 
were made in France, (many of them 
at Caen, and so marked), compar- 
atively few qualify as Paris Backs. 
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No. 5 - While hardly up to the 
proper standard of elegance, this 
button is definitely a Paris Back — 
and a “Paris Front,” as well! Brass 
Suspender button with tin back. Re- 
verse: “T.W.&W. - Paris.” Some 
“Paris fans” exclude the humble Sus- 
pender buttons from their collections 
— which is their privilege, of course. 
But Paris Backs they are, none the 
less; and, like other unpretentious 
buttons, they can be surprisingly 
interesting when given a little atten- 
tion. I am looking forward to classi-

No. 6 - Flat brass with the fero- 
cious dog’s head in very high relief. 
Fourway skeleton “Birdcage” shank. 
Reverse: “T. W. & W.-H. M.-Paris.” 

No. 7 - One-piece silvered brass, 
slightly convex, with raised design. 
Reverse: “E.'M. - Paris.” 


No. 8 - Flat brass with raised de- 
sign, Reverse: “Paris” and a wreath. 
Most metal Paris Backs have excel- 
lent designs and are well and stur- 
dily made. 

No. 9 - Convex brass with raised 
design, tin back. Reverse: “A. P. 
& Cie.-Paris.” This button has rather 
a “Uniform look,” but it is probably 
only an imitation. But some Uniform 
buttons have Paris Backs. 

No. 10 - Flat brass with raised 
design. Reverse: “T. W. & W.-H. M. 
- Paris - Breveté - S. G. D. G.” 


No. 11 - Flat, bronze-finished brass 
with raised design. The eighteenth 
century lady is carrying a sheaf of 
grain, and might conceivably be in- 
tended to represent Marie Antoi- 
nette, who is supposed to have played 
at farming at the Petit Trianon. Re- 
verse: “Bon-18 M - Paris.” 

No. 12 - Quite a few “Hole” or 
“Sew-through” buttons are found 
among Paris Backs. This flat brass 
button with convex back is typical, 
and displays a characteristic pattern. 
Reverse: “A. P. & Cie. - Paris.” 

Paris Backs vary greatly in con- 
struction, but among the metal but- 
tons, three types predominate: 1) 
flat brass back with loop shank; 
2) brass “Cone” self-shank, and 
3) four-way skeleton “Birdcage” 
shank. The first two types are often 
so compactly made that they appear 
to be one-piece, although they actu- 
ally consist of two or more parts. 

The covered buttons have tin backs 
with canvas or self-shanks. The Hole 
buttons usually have convex backs, 
with the exception of the Suspenders, 
some of which have tin backs while 
others are all-brass, 

Then there are the black glass 
Waistcoat (?) buttons. These are flat 
with two or four holes, some- 
times brass-bound, and applied brass 
backs, some of which are Paris 
marked. Many pearl and metal com- 
binations have Paris Back-marks; 
and now and then a Paris Back is 
found which doesn’t fit any of the 
foregoing classifications. 

It is always fun to hunt for spe- 
cialties, and Paris Backs are no ex- 
ception.

WYE HOUSE 

In 1658 the original Edward Lloyd acquired by patent a large tract of land on 
part of which stands Wye House. 

Nine generations of Lloyds have since lived here where their presence is felt 
as it has been throughout Maryland’s history. A wing of the original house built 
about 1661 shows a late Tudor influence. The present Wye House, of conventional 
Georgian architecture, was built about 1781. Much of the 18th century furniture 
remains in the house, with other interesting historical and family heirlooms. The 
Orangery, the only one of its period remaining in Maryland, and possibly in the 
country, faces the house upon a bowling green bordered by several miles of box- 
wood, planted in various patterns. Beyond the Orangery lies the family graveyard. 
The present owners are Mr. and Mrs. Morgan B, Schiller (a Lloyd descendant). 





age opens doors, modern and colon- 
ial, in a dozen counties from Satur- 
day, April 30 through Sunday, May 
15, 1960. The names of the counties 
read like the roster of the British 
royal family — Charles and Anne, 
Kent and Calvert — but the names 
of the houses have an enchantment 
all their own: Maidstone and Maiden 
Point, _Byberry Cottage and Old 
Spout Farm, and the lilting apostro- 
phes of Clocker’s Fancy, Chandler’s 
Hope and Solomon’s Choice! The 
gardens range from trim box and 
flaming tulip to the Old Wye Mill 
grinding slow and fine again, and 
that nationally known patriarch of 
Talbot, the four-hundred-year old 
Wye Oak. The range of tours sweeps 
across the State from the double 
chimneys of lovely West St. Mary’s 
Manor past the ancient eaves of 
Holly Hill, to the suburban barns of 
Baltimore and as far north as pink- 
washed Rain River in Harford 
County. Colonial churches and his- 
torical societies add their touch of 
solemnity and splendor. Herein are 
mentioned only a few of the many 
gracious homes on the widely varied 
tours. 

Within a rim of tufted hills lies 
Carroll County, named for Charles 
Carroll of Carrollton, Last of the 
Signers, which returns to the pil- 
grimage for the first time in a de- 
cade. Its open farmlands suggest 
a Grandma Moses painting and it 
boasts fine apples and old homes, 
among them Union Mills, the Shriver 
homestead, adjacent to the old square 
mill and facing the mill race of 
Big Pipe Run. Begun circa 1797 by 
two brothers, Andrew and David 
Shriver, the original log and clap- 
board house, now silver with age, 
progressed in stages from hallway 
to wing until it seemed finally be- 
witched into a magical Z-shape with 
a stone chimney rising step by step 
into the company of tall surrounding 
maples. Near Westminster, the regal 
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ary Patterson pieces and a vast mir- 
ror owned by Johns Hopkins, while 
upstairs “oceans of hay” were tossed 
out of the hayloft to form a bedroom 
looking west towards an old, old 
rose garden.

were deliberately chipped out of 
stone is reviewed by Dr. Oakley in a 
report recently published by the 
Smithsonian Institution. The oldest 
unquestionable artifacts, his survey 
shows, are flaked pebbles of the so- 
called Oldowan culture found in a 
lake-shore deposit in Tanganyika. 
They date from early in the Pleisto- 
cene or Ice Age period, and their 
age can be estimated as roughly 
500,000 years old. Similar pebble- 
tools have been found in deposits of 
the same age in other parts of Afri- 
ca, including the Transvaal and Al- 
geria, indicating that the first tool- 
makers spread widely over the whole 
continent. 


Claims of still earlier artifacts in 
Africa, Europe, and Asia must be 
considered very doubtful, according 
to Dr. Oakley. There are many de- 
posits containing flaked stones which 
look as if they had been deliberately 
shaped, and because nobody can say 
positively that they were not, they 
have been accepted too readily. These 
“Eoliths” could have been produced 
by natural, accidental processes, and 
this now seems much more probable. 


Who then made the first tools? 
Living in Africa at the time when 
the deposits with the Oldowan peb- 
ble-tools were forming were the aus- 
tralopithecines. They have been called 
“Near Men” but not generally ac- 
cepted as “men.” In physical struc- 
ture they approached the human form 
more closely then any of the great 
apes, for they could walk upright 
and lived in open country away from 
forests; but, the report points out, 
they lacked what is generally regard- 
ed as man’s distinguishing feature: 
a large brain. Their brains were in 
fact no larger than those of the 
present higher apes. Most author- 
ities have thought that it was most 
unlikely that such _ small-brained 
creatures would have had the wits 
to be systematic tool-makers, Was it 
not more likely that there was some 
larger-brained type also in existence 
in Africa at that time, but not yet 
discovered? Dr. Oakley now regards 
this as no more than a plaucible the- 
ory. The discovery of pebble-tools 
with remains of Australopithecus at 
Sterkfontein in 1957 led him to ad- 
vance the view that the australopi- 
thecines were the first tool-makers, 
that they spread widely and through 
the. selective advantage of large 
brains in new situations they rapid- 
ly evolved into Pithecanthropus (for 
example Java Man and Peking Man, 
with a brain twice as large as that 
of Australopithecus). 


While this report was in the press 
there came the news that an austral- 
opithecine skull had been discovered 
by Dr. and Mrs. L. S. B. Leakey 
along with pebble-tools at the type- 
locality of the Oldowan culture—a 
discovery going. far toward confirm- 
ing the view here outlined.

What a strange trick of fate that 
the garden should grow under Mis- 
tress Mary Ogle only as the wife of 
John Ridout, Sharpe’s staunch friend 
and secretary, who gained Whitehall 
by inheritance. 

The curved finger of the Bay 
Bridge beckons across the water to 
the many mansions of the famous 
Eastern Shore. Among the fairest 


is Readbourne, near Centreville, built 
in 1731 by Colonel James Hollyday, 
and said to have been planned by 
his wife and Lord Baltimore. The 
arched doorway is considered the 
oldest in American domestic architec- 
ture and the terraces gleam smooth 
as glass to the river’s edge. Down 
and around the bend is Blakeford, 
where gardens lend enchantment to 
a mansion gloriously restored by Mr. 
and Mrs. Clarence W. Miles. 

As a merry climax comes the Pil- 
grimage Cruise, fittingly aboard the 
“Port Welcome,” on Saturday, May 
2ist, from Baltimore Harbor down 
the breezy Chesapeake Bay and up 
the Chester River. Historic homes, 
such as those named above, are situ- 
ated on its banks and an hour’s res- 
pite in pretty old Chestertown will 
feature seven private houses and 
Maytime gardens. With this Cruise 
on Chesapeake waters, where farther 
south sailed Leonard Calvert, young- 
er brother of Cecil, 2nd Baron Balti- 
more, in 1634, will end the 1960 
House and Garden Pilgrimage, a dis- 
tinguished tradition of Marylandia.

BOTTLE-IZED 
PROFILES 


By CLARENCE T. HUBBARD 


“See if you can get me a bust 
bottle?” 

This is a frequent query from col- 
lectors of figural bottles to antique 
dealers, and to other bottle gather- 
ers and to importers. 

There is something unusually fas- 
cinating about a profile in glass. 
Even non-collectors want them, such 
as interior decorators, gourmets, 
flower arrangers, master bartenders 
and so on. 

At long last I just obtained a bust 
bottle of His Holiness Pope Pius IX, 
in clear glass, 11 inches high. It is 
lettered on the back “Depose,” the 
French vocable for “trademarked.” 
On the front “Pie IX.” 

Admiral Dewey is another impres- 
sive bust bottle, or profile in glass. 
It is 12 inches high in clear glass 
and bears no markings of any kind. 
Dewey’s long profile and prominent 
mustache, are clearly moulded. He

was born December 26, 1837, died 
January 16, 1917, a Vermonter. As 
readers know, he was the hero of 
the Manila victory. Dewey, the son 
of Dr. Julius Y. Dewey, once de- 
clared: “To my father’s influence, I 
owe all that I have.” 

The 14-inch high bottle of the 
French General Georges Boulanger, 


1837-1891, is a tall glass memorial 
profiling a dashing figure of immense 
historical standing. After serving in 
several wars in Italy and China, and 
also in the Franco-German War, he 
was made Brigadier General. Later 
he was appointed War Minister and 
campaigned against the Orleanist and 
Bonapartisan supporters. After other 
military victories, he began a polit- 
ical career under M. Clemenceau. His 
career was a stormy one. He fought 
duels, ousted old supporters and be- 
came a radical favorite. Popular 
songs were dedicated to him. He be- 
came the idol of France. After reach- 
ing great heights, he was accused 
of treason, He fled from France and 
committed suicide in Brussels. 

The Dr. Henry Ward Beecher pro- 
file in a 7%-inch high bottle is an 
American classic. It is dated 1874, 
the raised letters reading — “Patent 
June 9, 1874.” On the underside of 
the bottom appears—“T. P. Spen- 
cer and Company, N. Y.” 

Spencer produced numerous at- 
tractive figural bottles. It is record- 
ed that a whiskey dispenser used this 
bottle until the Beecher family 
bought up the moulds. 

Dr. Beecher was America’s fore- 
most prohibitionist. Born June 24, 
1813, in Litchfield, Conn., he died in 
Brooklyn, March 8, 1887. As an ora- 
tor, he was a peer, a great advocate 
of anti-slavery. He even lectured in 
Great Britain. The Plymouth Con- 
gregational Church of Brooklyn could 
not seat the Sunday audiences who 
came to hear him. He was accused 
of adultery and after a six weeks

trial was acquitted. The church stood 
solidly behind him. 

A companion piece was a profile 
bottle of Dr. James Granger, also a 
Spencer product. Granger, an Eng- 
lishman of the church, wrote a bio- 
graphical history of England and 
used engraved portraits. This be- 
came so popular it expanded into six 
volumes and he became an author- 
ity and outstanding collector of such 
engravings. It is a 7-inch high bust 
bottle. 


Louis Kossuth, the Hungarian pa- 
triot, born September 19, 1802, died 
March 20, 1894. A 11-inch high large 
sized profile bottle honored him, He 
inspired Hungary to its freedom but 
was finally overcome by opposing 
forces so he fled to Turkey. He lived 
in America in 1851-52. He was a 
popular figure to this country, sym- 
pathetic to his ways. 


In a poll, I believe the beautifully 
executed profile of Victor Hugo would 
win the most assents. It is a 12-inch 
high bottle in frosted glass. The 
bearded Hugo’s bust rests on an or- 
namental pedestal. Beneath this let- 
tering appeared—Victor Hugo, 1802- 
1885. He was a French poet of ac- 
claim, a novelist, dramatist, a mem- 
ber of the French Academy and 
elected a life member of the French 
Senate. 

Charles Chaplin is bottle-ized in 
his familiar baggy tramp suit and 
cane as a profile bottle, 11-inches 
high in clear glass. 


Several 64-inch high, ornamented 
bottles in clear glass, honor the Lib- 
ertini Royalists of early Italy. There 
is Principess Aelena, and Principe 
Ereditariio. Other bottles have all 
three profiles grouped together on 
one bottle. 


Novel is the profile treatment of 
Gambetta, His bearded countenance 
is turned to the left in this bust bot- 
tle, also 11 inches high, rather strik- 
ing, as all other profile bottles are 
moulded heads looking straight 
ahead. Leon Gambetta was a French 
statesman of acclaim, born in 1838, 
passing on in 1882. He urged the de- 
fense of Paris, and escaped from the 
city, and its opposing Royalists, py 
balloon. He borrowed 250 million 
francs from England. He served as 
Premier of the French Republic. 


The ladies all go for the frosted 
bust conception of Grover Cleveland, 
former handsome president of the 
United States. Standing 9% inches 
high, it is lettered — Cleveland. No 
other identification appears. - 


About the oddest profile bottle I’ve . 


ever seen is the head of James 
Abram Garfield. He was our 20th 
president. He served in Congress, 
and in the Senate, and also had a 
fine military record. He was shot on 
For 3 2, 1881 by a disappointed office 
older. 


The short neck of the bottle is on 
the bottom, There is no way the bot- 
tle can be “stood up!”

as to provide a hole for the inser- 
tion of the bottle neck. 

Garibaldi was memorialized in a 
profile bottle, 11 inches high, nicely 
done, marked “Depose” and undated 
—a French glass creation, and an 
excellent likeness. Guiseppe Garibal- 
di, 1807-1882, was an Italian patriot 
and soldier. He was exiled and came 
to Staten Island where he was a can- 
dle-maker. He became a naturalized 
American citizen. Afterward he re- 
turned to Italy and fought against 
Sicily and other countries, always 
trying to unify Italy. 

Several Joan d’Arcs have appeared, 
one showing her burning at the

stake. A modern Character bottle has 
her mounted on a horse. 

Mazzantini, the great Spanish bull- 
fighter, has been profiled into a bot- 
tle memoriam. This is a favorite bot- 
tle in Spain. 

The Chester A. Arthur bottle is a 
bit on the indistinct side. It has been 
called about everything, excepting 
what it is, a profile of another one 
of our American presidents who 
served us from 1881 to 1885. 

Collectors have informed me that 
profiles of Theodore Roosevelt, even 
Calvin Coolidge have had bottle bust 
treatment, but I have not seen any 
of these. A modern replica of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower is rumored to have 
been stopped. A full profile of Abra- 
ham Lincoln has come out in a soda 
bottle. 

The world’s champion heavyweight 
in 1897, Bob Fitzsimmons, actual 
name Robert Prumetheon, is_ bottle- 
ized, a sort of two-part bottle, part- 
ly clear glass, partly a sort of plas- 
ic. 

An attractive and imposing profile 
bottle from Italy is a 11-inch high 
clear glass pedestaled bottle of a gen- 
eral wearing a military helmet. He 
has six medals pinned on his chest. 
The bottle is lettered: “All’eboe Gal- 
liano, 1897. The supporting pedestal 
to his bust is handsomely embellished 
with etchings of guns and swords, 
and garlands. 

King Alfonso XII of Spain, in a

It presents a well-moulded face of 
the King. 

George Washington, of course, was 
bust modelled by the Centennial Bit- 
ters Company. It is a fine likeness 
and it is suspected that some of the 
moderi: Washington busts, used in 
gift shops and by wine distributors, 
came from the same bottle moulds. 
The originals appeared in light blue 
and in a striking red. 

General Ulysses Grant, also made 
the not-too-long list of bottle-ized 
profiles, It’s a smaller sized bust bot- 
tle with a long neck, a K impressed 
on the base. 

The “three cousins” in the old vin- 
egar bottles shaped as Carrie Na- 
tion, George Washington and Mr. 
Pickwick should be mentioned even 
though their detail is more simpli- 
fied. 

Many other bottles can be placed 
in the “profile category” which hon- 
ored a profession rather than an 
identified individual. The “Noble 
Catcher” I obtained from the Pacific 
Coast is an example. It is a 12-inch 
high frosted statuette of an old time 
baseball player, sitting on a bunch 
of bats. It is lettered around the 
base — Noble Catcher. The explana- 
tion comes in a former title given the 
tenth player on a baseball team of 
old. He had two jobs—to catch the 
balls the regular catcher missed while 
sitting on a barrel of bats which he 
guarded for the team, 

Such profiled bottles as Santa 
Claus of 1861, the Hand of Corday 
holding a dagger, the Lorraine Lady, 
clowns, fishermen, Rebecca at the 
Well, the Old Apple Lady — these, 
too, are bottle glass figurines but not 
quite in the class of the specifically 
identified humans of notability.

Little Widows.” This was recorded 
in 1917 by Miss Rice, Marion Eve- 
lyn Cox, Ballard and Harvey Hin- 
dermyer. On the other side Vernon 
Dalhart sings beautifully “There’s 

Egypt in Your Dreamy Eyes.” 
In May, 1924, Edison proudly an- 


- nounced an innovation — a series of 


dance records on which an orchestra 
played the complete number, followed 
by a vocal rendition of the same 
selection in waltz or fox-trot tempo. 
The first of these was 51318, with 
Ballard singing “Don’t Mind the 
Rain,” after it had already been 
played by the Top Notchers — who- 
ever they were. The reverse side had 
the same group performing “Just 
Like a Baby,” followed with a vocal 
rendition by James Doherty. 

Although this combination of dance 
and vocal never became especially 
popular, a good many records of that 
type were made, and Ballard prob- 
ably sang more of the vocal portions 
than anyone else, In fact, after the 
“two-in-one” discs, as they were 
called, were introduced, his Edison 
work was restricted almost entirely 
to them. 

The tenor made his final appear- 
ance for Edison in the February, 
1926, supplement on 51673, when he 
sang the chorus of “Fond of You,” 
played as a fox-trot by Ernie Golden 
and his Hotel McAlpin Orchestra. 
The reverse side is a better known 
song, “A Cup of Coffee, a Sandwich 
and You,” played by Mike Speciale 
and his Hotel Carlton Terrace Or- 
chestra, with refrain by Arthur Hall. 
This record was issued a year and 
a half before Edison adopted the 
new-fangled electric process, and as 
far as I know, it constitutes Bal- 
lard’s last work for any record com- 
pany. The Edison business was de- 
clining and many of its standby ar- 
tists were being dropped. That prob- 
ably was the reason Ballard ceased 
to sing for Diamond Discs. 

Whatever the reason, he still had 
almost a quarter of a century of life 
remaining. Apparently, he continued 
to live in New York for several 
years before returning to Syracuse 
and working as a gem expert in a 
jewelry store. (I wonder when and 
where he received his_ specialized 
training). During his 15 years or so 
as an active recording artist, he did 
excellent work. It is a pity that a 
considerable part of his recorded re- 
pertoire doesn’t bring out the true 
beauty of his voice and singing style.

FEATURES COLLECTING 
THANKS to the many readers of 

HOBBIES Magazine who sent clip- 
pings from the Sunday, February 
20, edition of the New York Times 
Sunday Magazine with the inter- 
esting story by Barney Lefferts of 
the Times staff. Mr. Lefferts headed 
his article “Who Collects What and 
Why.” Many friends of HOBBIES 
Magazine through the years are 
mentioned in the article, with their 
comments and thoughts on collecting. 

In these days when so many are 
wanting international peace, “there’s 
food for thought” in Mr. Leffert’s 
lead paragraphs. He says: 

“Sergei Khrushchev, son of 
Khrushchev, made news recently 
by sending a Brooklyn man nam- 
ed Aminadovy Glanz fifty-four 
butterflies. The deed was done in 
the name of retroactive gratitude, 
Glanz having pressed a consign- 
ment of Lepidoptera on young 
Khrushchev when the latter vis- 
ited his insect shop last fall. 

“A simple case of East-West 
cooperation? Possibly. But an in- 
cident additionally illustrative, if 
one pokes beneath the surface, of 
the universality of that special 
species of humanity that answers 
to the name Collector. 

The collector in America is 
known familiarly as Legion and 
his numbers increase with each 
passing year. He feeds on stamps, 
coins and autographs; rocks and 
muskets; beer coasters, cast-iron 
piggy banks, glass elephants and 
cloisonne. Because he threatens 
to overwhelm the non-collector— 
a pitifully small minority group, 
as it is—it may be useful to 
assess the nature of his accumu- 
lations and discuss the motiva- 
tions that drive him to stuff his 
living quarters with objets. 

“The variety of the collector’s 
experience is initially shocking to 
the uninformed.”

DAGUERREOTYPES 


An exhibition, “America in Da- 
guerreotypes” opened recently in 
the Gallery of Photography of The 
Art Institute of Chicago. 

In 1839 the French painter Da- 
guerre introduced the process which 
bears his name and which became 
the first practical method of mak- 
ing photographs. Its use soon spread 
and America had the means of tak- 
ing its own picture with a camera. 
Between 1840 and 1860 thousands 
of daguerreotypists recorded the 
face of America - its people, its 
cities, its major events. 

For several decades the work of 
American daguerreotypists was in- 
ternationally known, then disappear- 
ed in family files and musty town 
archives. 

“America in Daguerreotypes” is 
a comprehensive selection of en- 
largements made by George East- 
man House from daguerreotypes 
and collections all over the country. 
The exhibition was scheduled to re- 
main on view in the Art Institute 
of Chicago through March 27.

NINETEENTH CENTURY GLASS, Its 
Genesis and Development by Albert C. 
Revi. Published by Thomas Nelson 
& Sons, 19 East 47th St., New York 
17, N. Y. 1959. 270 pp. $8.50. 


Mr. Revi, an art glass collector 
of renown, having made a study of 
the history and making of glass, con- 
siders the 19th century to have been 
the “Golden Age” in glassmaking. 

As he states in the Introduction, 
“The industrial revolution, the re- 
laxation of government controls on 
the inudstry (specifically in Eng- 
land), plus a pride of craftsmanship 
born of freedom, were a few of the 
contributing factors to this Golden 
Age of Glass. It is our earnest en- 
deavor to graphically illustrate the 
visible evidences of this period in 
glass history and in every case where 
possible to acquaint the reader with 
their earliest prototypes.” 

The date when glass making was 
first begun is unknown but it goes 
back some 5000 years or more before 
Christ. In a brief introduction to 
the book Mr. Revi traces the history 
of glass from the earliest specimens 
which have been found down through 
the 18th century. 

Every important type of art glass 
manufactured in the 19th century is 
described and pictured. Something 
of its history and how it was manu- 
factured is given. Similarities of 
various glass patterns, names of 
manufacturers, and how to recognize 
reproductions, when such occur, will 
prove helpful to collectors. There 
is a chapter devoted to Paperweight 
Patents with the patent pages re- 
produced. A Glossary at the back 
of the book will explain any terms 
used in the book which are peculiar 
to the glass ware industry. [Illustra- 
tions in the book are from the au- 
thor’s collection, other private col- 
lectors and from museums in the 
United States and Europe. 

This is a fine reference work for 
glass collectors whether they are 
beginners or advanced. It is artisti- 
cally conceived and we highly re- 
commend it as a worthwhile addition 
to books in the glass collecting field.

COMANCHE & KIOWA CAPTIVES IN 
OKLAHOMA & TEXAS by Hugh D. 
Corwin. Printed by Cooperative Pub- 
soe Co., Guthrie, Okla., 1959. 237 pp.

These true accounts of the story 
of the capture of some white pris- 
oners by Indians during the period 
of western migration and settlement 
in the 19th century reads like ex- 
citing fiction. 

Here one learns of the habits and 
life of the white settlers and Indians 
in the border settlements of Okla- 
homa and Texas. Mexicans were also 
taken captive by the Indians and 
some of their stories are related 
also. 

We read the story of Millie Dur- 
gan, a little white child who was 
captured in a raid when she was 
only 18 months old. She was hidden 
by the Indians so when relatives 
attempted to locate her they were 
told she was dead. She grew up 
among the Indians, was given an 
Indian name, married an _ Indian 
brave and had many children. She 
was nearly seventy years of age 
when she discovered her true iden- 
tity. There is also the story.of Cyn- 
thia Ann Parker who was captured 
as a child and reared among the 
Indians. She married an Indian chief 
and had several children, one of 
whom was to become Chief Quannah 
Parker. Then she was recaptured by 
the Texas Rangers and returned to 
her relatives. But she missed her 
husband and several children left 
behind and died of a broken heart 
some years later, as the story goes. 

There are many more stories of 
captives taken by the Indians. Some 
were treated kindly, some were 
cruelly treated and were able to 
escape. Some were happy to be re- 
turned to their relatives and others 
preferred to live, among the Indians. 

This book does point up the hard- 
ships faced by the white people 
living in this wilderness territory. 
In addition to hardships endured 
traveling west and the difficulties of 
eking out an existence, some of them 
were to lose all or part of their 
families through Indian raids. 

Mr. Corwin has lived among the 
Comanches and Kiowas in south- 
western Oklahoma for 55 years and 
from personal contacts with descend- 
ants of Indians and captives he has 
picked up some valuable accounts 
of what happened to these captives. 
He was a college teacher in Lawton, 
Okla., and many of his students 
were Comanches and Kiowas. Books 
and articles by experts of the pe- 
riod were also sources of information 
for the author. 

A tale well calculated to make you 
appreciate the 20th century a little 
more.

THE GUN COLLECTOR’S HANDBOOK 
OF VALUES (Fourth printing — re- 
vised) by Charles Edward Chapel, 398 
pages, published by Coward-McCann, 
Inc., New York, N. Y. $10.00. (Adver- 
tised in this issue by Zeliner’s Book 
Service, R.D. 1, Wind Gap, Pa.) 


Some collectors begin by accumu- 
lating first and gaining facts second. 
Regrettable, or not, it is particular- 
ly pointless when good, authorita- 
tive, and highly readable books are 
available. Such a one is this book. 

The author, a retired officer of the 
U.S. Marine Corps, has other books 
on guns to his credit and his name 
should be no stranger to weapons 
collectors. It is proof of his knowl- 
edge, and conscience that this vol- 
ume is in its fourth printing and is 
completely revised, 

Since most collectors prefer spe- 
cimens of easy-to-display-size and of 
their own country, Lieutenant Chapel 
sticks closely to American weapons 
of the side arms class. Beginning 
with the flintlocks and continuing 
through the automatics the same 
care is displayed to describe accu- 
rately and succinctly models that the 
majority of collectors are most in- 
terested in together with current 
values. Foreign and shoulder arms 
are hardly ignored—merely relegated 
to their position of relative impor- 
tance to the average collector. 

The author’s opening chapters on 
values and condition are extremely 
fair and should be of great help 
to the beginning collector. The dis- 
cerning dealer will add a fervent 
amen to his comments. All in all 
this is a must for the bookshelf of 
any gun collector.

Few realize the vast amount of wa- 
ter required to transport a_ ship 
through the Canal. Twenty-six mil- 
lion gallons of water are lost when 
a ship enters and exits the Canal. 
Ninety per cent of the water used 
is rain water. One third as much 
water is taken up by evaporation 
as is used in shipping. These are but 
a few of the facts contained about 
the Panama Canal. 

This is an enlightening book which 
will enrich the lives of its readers.

The Nation’s first permanent Pos- 
tal History Museum —vividly por- 
traying American postal development 
from Colonial days to the present —- 
was officially opened on February 23. 

The Postal History Museum, lo- 
cated on the first floor (Rooms 1412- 
1416) of the Post Office Department 
Building at 12th and Pennsylvania 
Ave., N.W., Washington, D. C., will 
be open to the public permanently 
without charge. Hours are from 
10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m., Monday 
through Friday.

The 7-cent Alaska Statehood com- 
memorative airmail stamp, first 
placed on sale January 8, 1959, and 
the 1-cent Lincoln Sesquicentennial 
commemorative stamp, released Feb- 
ruary 12, 1959, were removed from 
sale at the Philatelic Sales Agency 
as of the close of business February 
15, 1960. There were 90 million of 
the Alaska Statehood and 120 million 
of the 1-cent Lincoln stamps ordered. 

Earlier commemoratives still in 
stock at the Agency are the 4-cent 
Lincoln-Douglas, Journalism, Forest 
Conservation and Fort Duquesne, and 
the 4- and 8-cent Kossuth “Champion 
of Liberty” stamps. 

Copies of the new listing of com- 
memorative, regular and_ special 
stamps presently available may be 
secured by sending a stamped, ad- 
dressed envelope to the Philatelic 
Sales Agency, Post Office Depart- 
ment, Washington 25, D. C.

A total of 438,335 first-day covers 
was canceled at Mount Vernon, Va., 
on January 20, 1960, when the 4-cent 
Washington “Credo” stamp was first 
placed on sale. There were 693,699 
stamps sold that day with a value 
of $27,747.96. 

The second of the “Credo” stamps, 
honoring Benjamin Franklin and 
bearing his admonition “Fear to do 
ill, and you need fear nought else,” 
will be placed on sale March 31, 
1960, at Philadelphia. Collectors may 
send their first-day cover requests 
- the Postmaster, Philadelphia 4,

Several special cancellations have 
been approved by the Post Office De- 
partment. Marlboro, Mass., is to uti- 
lize a cancel “Tercentenary Celebra- 
tion, June 10-19, 1960” in three lines, 
— date of receipt through June 19, 
Whitehall, Mich., is to have a can- 


cellation “Whitehall, Michigan, Cen- 
tennial, July 2-4, 1960” in use from 
April 1 through July 4, 1960, and 
Polson, Mont., will utilize a cancel 
from date of receipt through Octo- 
ber, 1960, reading “Golden Jubilee 
1960 Polson, Montana.” 

From May 1 through May 22, 1960, 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., will have a can- 
cellation “Fine Arts Fiesta May 
19-22 Wilkes-Barre, Pa.” 

Four cities have announced they 
will utilize a special cancellation 
reading “Support Your Local Science 
Fair’ from March 1 through April 
8, 1960. These cities are Allentown 
and Reading, Pa.; Augusta, Ga., and 
Milwaukee, Wis.

A 4-cent commemorative stamp, in 
recognition of the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization (SEATO), will 
be placed on sale at Washington, 
D. C., on May 81, in conjunction 
with the Sixth Meeting of the 
SEATO Ministers in that city, ac- 
cording to Postmaster General Ar- 
thur E. Summerfield. 

The Postmaster General, in an- 
nouncing his decision to include such 
a stamp in this year’s program, noted 
it was a “token of the confidence of 
the United States in SEATO’s con- 
tinuing role in the service of peace 
and freedom. 

“1960 marks the fifth anniversary 
of the Southeast Asia Treaty Organ- 
ization Council of Foreign Ministers 
in Bangkok. Since then the Council 
has played a key role in stabilizing 
conditions in an area threatened by 
Communism, Moreover, the Organi- 
zation and its members have active- 
ly sought to promote peaceful eco- 
nomic and social progress and great- 
er regional understanding. 

“The Southeast Asia Treaty Or- 
ganization is a defensive alliance of 
nations (Australia, France, New Zea- 
land, Pakistan, the Philippines, Thai- 
land, the United Kingdom, and the 
United States) dedicated to the pre- 
servation of peace and freedom in the 
general area of Southeast Asia and 
the Southwest Pacific. Members of 
the alliance have pledged themselves 
to cooperate in the further develop- 
ment of measures designed to pro- 
mote economic progress and social 
well-being. 

“While the concept of collective de- 
fense is an ancient one, the free 
world collective security arrange- 
ments which emerged after World 
War II are of a character unique 
in the annals of international affairs. 
Under these arrangements the mem- 
bers consult continuously, cooperate 
widely in non-military activities, and 
observe strictly the principle of 
equality among members.” 

Collectors desiring first-day cancella- 
tions of the 4-cent SEATO stamp may 
send addressed envelopes, together with 
remittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed, to the Postmaster, 
Washington 13, D. C. A close-fitting en- 
closure of postal card thickness should 
be placed in each envelope and the flap 
either turned in or sealed. The envelopes 
should be addressed in the lower right 
because the pictorial machine cancella: 
tion requires a space approximately 34 
by 2%4 inches. 





April, 1960 


An angle view of the front of the 
Palace of the Governors in Santa Fe, 
New Mexico — considered America’s 
oldest public building — will be uti- 
lized for the design of the 1%-cent 
regular postage stamp. The design 
was based on a photograph taken by 
Tyler Dingee of Santa Fe. This new 
denomination will be used for bulk 
mailings of non-profit organizations 
in accordance with the new postage 
rates which become effective July 1, 
1960. 

This building, now a museum, was 
constructed in 1610, and was the seat 
of government in New Mexico until 
1901. During this time the flags of 
Spain, Mexico, the Confederacy, and 
the United States have flown over 
this historic structure. 

The 114-cent regular postage stamp 
will become the twenty-fourth in the 
series of 1954-60. It is to be the 
eighth “Shrine” design (the Statue 
of Liberty appears on the 3 and 
8-cent denominations). Also repres- 
ented in the series are seven Pres- 
idents and eight notable Americans. 

This 1%4-cent regular postage 
stamp will be first placed on sale 
June 17, 1960, in sheet form and in 
coils, at Santa Fe, N. M. The stamps 
and coils sold the day of issuance 
will not be precanceled, as otherwise 
will be the case. The un-precanceled 
forms will be available thereafter 
only at the Philatelic Sales Agency, 
Post Office Department, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C. 

Collectors may send requests for 
first-day covers for the 1%4-cent reg- 
ular postage stamp in sheet and coil 
form to the Postmaster, Santa Fe, 
N. Mex. It must be borne in mind 
that it will require four stamps to 
meet the first-class rate. Thus blocks 
of four of the 1%4-cent stamp in 
sheet form will be applied to each 
first-day cover (5 cents face value). 
A 38-cent stamp will not be applied 
by the Post Office Department to 
meet the nearest possible rate com- 
bination. However, collectors prepar- 
ing their own covers may do so.

The 4-cent World Refugee Year 
commemorative stamp, to be first 
placed on sale April 7, 1960, in Wash- 
ington, D. C., features a family 
group facing down a long dark cor- 
ridor towards a bright exit — there- 
by symbolizing escape from the dark- 
nesses of want and oppression. 

Collectors desiring first-day can- 
cellations of the stamp may send ad- 
dressed envelopes, together with re- 
mittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed, to the Postmas- 
ter, Washington 18, D. C.

In a major sense the Cuban sit- 
uation is a fair sample of the con- 
ditions in many parts of the distant 
world. This is a decade in which the 
past performance of history is com- 
ing to a head in many sections of 
the world. 

The present Cuban problem start- 
ed when Columbus was followed into 
the new world by the Conquistidores. 
They found human “souls” to save, 
but otherwise the native population 
were merely “strange” and “prim- 
itive” people to be exploited just as 
the minerals and the land was ex- 
ploited. There gradually arose a small 
upper class of “owners” and a large 
population of poor “workers.” 

Gradually, through the centuries, 
the upper class of “owners” in South 
America, Cuba, and many other parts 
of the world came to be known as 
“capitalists” to be clearly distin- 
guished from “workers,” or even from 
“people.” It is natural in many parts 
of the world for the word “capital- 
ism” to have a far different meaning 
than it has in the U.S.A. Much of 
the superheated world debate over 
“capitalism” is a mere quibble over 
words and not over principles. 

When American investors began to 
send their investments abroad—to 
Cuba, Ceylon, the Philippines, or Ven- 
ezuela—they joined the ranks of “cap- 
italists” as such were known abroad. 
They might have thought that they 
were merely helping to build plants 


and industries that would be helpful . 


to the countries involved. In many 
or perhaps most places according to 
local thinking they were joining the 
“capitalists” as opposed to the “peo- 
ple.” 

In Russia, as in most of the world, 
the upper class of “owners” came to 
be known as “capitalists.”” And the 
word “capitalism” has been peddled 
over the world by the Russians even 
while they have been the busiest peo- 
ple in the world building up real cap- 
ital in the form of plants and tools. 

For the past hundred years there 


has been an endless variety of rev- 
olutions sweeping over Spanish Amer- 
ica. In all of them there has been a 
wild period of scaring away anyone 
who would risk building a plant or 
starting an industry. There has al- 
ways been a period of reduced pro- 
duction and actual decrease in stand- 
ard of living. That has been followed 
by some dictatorship or near dictator- 
ship by some one who would give tem- 
porary assurance that industry would 
be “all for the people.” It has been 
a long, long trail but Spanish Amer- 
ica has slowly learned by experience 
and is working its way slowly toward 
a more abundant future. 

If we watch carefully the play of 
the current Cuban events, and ex- 
tend our thinking to many parts of 
the distant world, we can better un- 
derstand the long trail back from 
“elass” control of finances and cap- 
ital installations.

In this year of 1960 tourists in 
Washington might well pause before 
the portraits of three great senators 
in the five senator Hall of Fame of 
the U.S. Senate. Daniel Webster of 
Massachusetts, John C. Calhoun of 
South Carolina and Henry Clay of 
Kentucky were the great leaders one 
hundred years ago when this nation 
faced the greatest problem it ever 
had faced, or ever will face. Each 
of these three men had for some 
years seen the threat of a great 
civil war slowly moving down the 
road of history toward their country. 
Each in his own way was determined 
to protect the nation and the liber- 
ties it insured. 

Calhoun, outspoken and _ irrecon- 
ciliable, is the one who has most 
frequently been dismissed as a small 
mind with limited ideas. This was 
far from the case, His was the great 
voice resisting an endless flow of in- 
flammatory literature from New 
England, weeks away from the South 
in the days of oxcart and saddle 
horse. He was stoutly resisting any 
sudden domination of wide areas of 
the country by any race, uneducated 
and untrained. 

Webster, the great voice of the 
North, was stoutly protecting liber- 
ty and equality of opportunity for 
all. His radical friends rated him 
down and down ashe sought under- 


standing in the nation and seemed 
toward the end to weaken on details. 
Most of all he feared, “the shattered 
fragments of a once glorious Union.” 

Henry Clay of Kentucky, “the 
Great Pacificator,”” may seem over 
the years as a sort of namby pamby 
with no great fixed ideas. But his 
great power was felt for years by 
thinking people all over the nation 
who wanted neither North nor South 
as such, but wanted a great, strong 
and understanding America. His 
unanimous selection by the Senate 
committee is testimony to their un- 
derstanding and real grasp of his- 
tory. 

Narrowly missing selection among 
the great five was Thomas Hart Ben- 
ton of ‘Missouri. He was a very great 
senator in many ways, but his great 
contribution was to the financial 
stability of the nation over its great 
growing period. Webster, Calhoun 
and Clay remain the greatest aggre- 
gation of character ever to face each 
other on the Senate floor.

And 
yet somehow people were nearer to 
each other, and less impersonal than 
they are today. 

Back in the days when “The House 
by the Side of the Road” was new, 
many farms and houses had to be 
sold for taxes. “Tax titles” was an 
important legal feature of the day. 
Taxes were not high, but cash money 
to pay them was hard come by.

Coin 
Values 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


Numismatics or coin collecting is 
one of the fastest growing hobbies 
today. Only a few years ago col- 
lectors could be counted in the thou- 
sands, but today they number in 
the millions. This increase is due 
to many causes. The natural desire 
to save money, the availability of 
reasonable coin boards to hold col- 
lections. Improved _. educational 
knowledge on the subject. It is also 
one of the oldest hobbies, for coin 
collections are known to have been 
made in ancient times. In the 16th 
and 17th centuries many “special 
coins” were struck to commemorate 
events of importance. These were 
collectors items. 

This increase in the number of 
collectors has caused a rapid rise in 
coin values. While the collectors 
numbers grow, there is a constant 
decrease in the number of coins 
available. This causes the price rise. 

Right now attention is focused on 
recent uncirculated coins dealt in 
by the roll. In anticipation of sales 
to the millions of new collectors, 
recent uncirculated coins have been 
put away by speculators, dealers and 
collectors and prices have skyrocket- 
ed in value to hitherto unbelievable 
heights. Outstanding among these 
are the 1950D (Denver mint) nickels. 
The number coined is around two 
million, the lowest coinage of all 
Jefferson nickels. The next nearest 
in coinage is the 19389 Denver nick- 
els with a coinage of around three 
million. The latter at present are 
selling at the hitherto unheard of 
price of $1600 for a $2 roll of 40 
nickels, or $40 per nickel, (uncir- 
culated). 

The trend of thought is that, even 
though a great many more 1950D 
nickels were “put away” by collec- 
tors, dealers and speculators than 
were 1939Ds, the fact that they are 
a smaller issue should ultimately 
make the 1950D nickels exceed the 
price of the 1939Ds. Whether this 
is true or not, only time will tell. 
In October, 1958, these were selling 
around $30 to $35 per roll, prior to 
that they had been bringing $20 
to $25 per roll for some time. By 
October, 1959, their price had risen 
to around $92 per roll; then shortly 
after, another record was made when 
they reached $115 per roll. By No- 
vember, 1959, they were up to $180 
to $200 per roll and collectors were 
eager to purchase them singly for 
their collection at $5.95 each. In 
December, 1959, we find offerings of 
1950D nickels, by the roll, at $3800 
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with the single coin offerings at 
$7.50 each (which soon was raised 
to around $9) per coin. This is still 
a far cry from the $1600 figure 
placed on the 1939Ds but at the rate 
they’re going, it won’t be long until 
they are up there. This is, provided, 
the high prices quoted don’t bring 
out the large quantities that have 
been put away! 

This is only one outstanding in- 
stance. There are many other “short 
issues” which are reacting in the 
same manner—1955S cents, 1955P 
nickels and many others with short 
coinages are rising in value. The 
most recent is the 1959P cents. This 
has turned out to be a “reasonably” 
short issue. With its new reverse 
design, this could turn out to be a 
profitable investment. 

How does one secure these brand 
new coins in quantity? There are 
dealers specializing in the handling 
of these coins who can supply them 
to you at a small premium over face 
value in quantities of from one roll 
up to mint bags. A recent quote I 
received offered a mint bag (100 
rolls) of 1959P mint. cents uncir- 
culated, for $57.50 plus shipping, 
only $7.50 over face value. This 
seems to me to be an excellent in- 
vestment, for all one would be risk- 
ing is $7.50 (one could always turn 
them in to the bank at face value) 
and were they to rise as many other 
issues have, to say $3.50 per roll, 
a sale could be made of $350 on the 
$57.50 investment. This could occur 
in two or three years — if past 
records of similar issues were taken 
into consideration. 

Coins, like everything else, rise and 
fall in value and they do have the 
“downs” but ever since I can re- 
member, in fact, since the beginning 
of records in the United States the 
general trend has been a steady in- 
crease in values. Not only of rarities 
and choice specimens but also of 
the commoner used ones. With such 
a history, how can one lose if in- 
vesting is done wisely?

The King James 
Bible of 1611 


By PAUL W. SCHMIDTCHEN 


That grand monument of English 
prose, the King James Bible, did 
not spring up overnight, nor did it 
take immediate form as had Miner- 
va from her father’s brow; nor can 
it be rightly said that James Stuart 
was alone or primarily responsible 
for its inception or glory. Indeed, the 
history of the English Bible has al- 
ways maintained a character pecu- 
liar to itself and the so-called Royal 
Version was no exception. Let us 
recapitulate somewhat the pertinent 
background. 


The first complete Bible in the 
English language dates from the 
year 1535 and was translated “out 
of the Douche and Latyn. .. .” 
Bibles, in English, of course, were 
surely known before the time of Wy- 
clif (c. 1820-1884). And Tyndale, to 
be sure, had the high honor of print- 
ing the first portion of the Holy 
Scripture in the English tongue when 
his New Testament was published in 
1525. But thanks to the probably be- 
nign impetus given by Sir Thomas 
More, a veritable unknown, Myles 
Coverdale, initiated the first entire 
Bible which was, to a large extent, 
to determine the general content of 
all future English Bibles. From this 
earliest press accomplishment, add 
the richness of language and the vi- 
vidness of expression in which the 
Elizabethan Age was justly famous 
a4 we reach a veritable epitome in 


Naturally, mention should be made 
of Matthew’s Bible of 1537. Taver- 
ner’s of 19389, the so-called Great 
Bibles of 1539-41, the Geneva ver- 
sion of 1560, the Bishop’s Bible of 
1568, the Rheims and Douai Cath- 
olic interpretations of 1582, 1609-10, 
among others, as they added their 
bit to the evolution of the ultimate 
Authorized result. As a matter of 
fact, during Queen Elizabeth’s reign 
alone (1560-1603) some 130 distinct 
issues of Bible and Testament have 
been recorded. And each version had 
its pronounced advocates, i.e., the 
Geneva or Breeches Bible with 90 
editions in some form or other dur- 
ing the 43 years mentioned was prob- 
ably the most popular—certainly so 
with the Puritans! Nonetheless, for 
well over 800 years now, it is the 
ubiquitous King James Bible that 
has been read with delight the world 
around, Let us examine more closely 
its initial call.

A Conference of Hampton Court 
was called by James IJ in the early 
part of 1604 “for the hearing, and 
for the determining, of things pre- 
tended to be amiss in the church.” 
A previous indication is undoubtedly 
shown by the proposal for a new 
translation of the Bible sponsored 
with the 1601 General Assembly of 
the Church of Scotland when con- 
vened in Burntisland. However, to 
Dr. John Rainolds, particularly, must 
go much credit for pushing the nec- 
essity of another translation. Des- 
pite objection from such as Richard 
Bancroft, Bishop of London (“if 
every man’s humor were followed, 


there would be no end of translat- 
ing. .. .”) Dr. Rainolds moved his

those which were allowed in the reign 
of King Henry VIII and Edward VI 
were corrupt, and not answerable to 
the truth of the original.” The pe- 
dantic King concurred and soon we 
note “that a translation be made of 
the whole Bible as consonant as can 
be to the original Hebrew and Greek; 
and this to be set out and printed 
without any marginal notes, and only 
to be used in all churches of Eng- 
land in time of Divine Service.” 

In relatively short order, a list of 
scholars suitable for the enterprise 
was selected and we then presumably 
find the King’s acceptance of them 
in a letter dated June 30, 1604; “the 
King’s pleasure that (the transla- 
ters) should, with all possible speed, 
meet together in their University and 
begin the same.” Fifty-four transla- 
tors were appointed and divided into 
six different groups—and they com- 
pleted their magnificent mission in 
1611! 

Although the new version was 
called the “Authorizéd,” there is no 
formal authorization anywhere by 
Convocation, Proclamation, Council, 
or Parliament. For instance, the 
1604 printed “Constitutions and 
Canons Ecclesiastical”—the year of 
the Hampton Court Conference—con- 
tains absolutely no mention whatso- 
ever of any such intent. And al- 
though called the King James Bible, 
that monarch himself is said to have 
stated earlier that “We of ourself, 
in any convenient time, cannot well 
remedy it.” The only possible mark 
of official approval must stem from 
it being another revision of the 1602 
Bishops’ Bible, which carried Con- 
vocation imprimatur from the Ist 
Edition of 1568. This, in turn, was 
the legal successor of the Great Bi- 
ble, which was specifically sanctioned 
by Proclamation,” as well as having 
its immediate predecessor (the Mat- 
thew’s Bible) licensed by none other 
then Henry VIII. In any case, most 
assuredly, no mere patron) royal or 
noble, was needed to grant it sanc- 


tion or impress. By 1640, this latest 
attempt overcame all incipient oppo- 
sition and was thereafter accepted 
generally throughout the entire Eng- 
lish speaking world. Not until 1881, 
1885, 1901, and 1952 was it found 
necessary for Biblical scholars to 
make any pronounced changes. An 
interesting parallel finds that the new 
Revised Standard Version of 1952

was the culmination of a fifteen-year 
task by 91 scholars, while the 1611 
version was, as mentioned, the labor 
of only 54 over a seven-year span! 

Again, even though a dedication to 
James The First has been prefixed 
to many copies, two far less known 
gentlemen, it would appear, are bet- 
ter deserving of this honor. One, al- 
ready referred to is, Dr. John Rai- 
nolds (1549-1607) who died before 
the completion of the venture he had 
so diligently inaugurated. The other, 
might well be in sharp juxtaposition, 
Hugh Broughton (1549-1612) who 
had planned a similar work but was 
apparently ignored. Yet, this latter 
ardent Hebraic scholar lived, at least, 
to see the culmination of his dream 
launched just prior to his death, 
albeit differently couched. Aptly 
enough, both were born in the same 
year and during that short interval 
of Edward the Sixth’s reign, which 
when properly examined, stands al- 
together unrivaled, even by any sub- 
sequent reign, for non-interference 
with the Scriptures. Also, both Rai- 
nolds and Broughton were Puritans! 
Therefore, let us look at this duo a 
bit more closely. 

Dr. John Rainolds, President of 
Corpus Christi College is described 
by the eminent Bishop Hall thusly, 
“The memory and reading of that 
man were near to a miracle.” Queen 
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King James Bible, 1611. “He” issue on left, “She” issue on right. 
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Elizabeth herself, it is said in 1592, 
schooled him for his obstinate pre- 
ciseness, willing him to follow her 
laws, and not run before them.” Dur- 
ing the sickness which led to his 
death, it is recalled that his co- 
adjutors met at his lodging once a 
week, to compare and perfect their 
notes! Truly, he deserved more than 
passing recognition. 

Hugh Broughton was not unknown 
to Rainolds, and he directly or in- 
directly, played a most prominent 
part in stimulating the call for a 
new translation, Broughton for 
years had recommended this under- 
taking, but his continuing contro- 
versies with Bancroft, Whitgift, Be- 
za—among others, (Ben Jonson sat- 
irized him on the stage in his 
“Volpone” and “Alchemy”) removed 
him from any consideration in being 
singled out as one of the appointed 
translators. He was indubitably a 
learned but rather cantankerous man. 
His first principal work, “A Concent 
of Scripture” (his “little book of 
great pains”) in which he attempted 
to settle the Biblical chronology im- 
mediately embroiled him in contro- 
versy. Both Cambridge and Oxford 
attacked his stand. He finally, ap- 
pealed to Queen Elizabeth for a de- 
termination and using the “Consent” 
as a textbook defended his views in 
a series of lectures at the east end 
of St. Paul’s until the bishops com- 
plained of his audiences as “dan- 
gerous conventicles.” Nothing daunt- 
ed, orally and in print, on the con- 
tinent and in England, he continued 
to present his case. If only as a gad- 
fly, his importance cannot be easily 
overlooked. Note some of his titles: 
“An Epistle to the Learned Nobil- 
ity of England Touching Translat- 
ing the Bible,” 1597; “A Humble 
Supplication Unto the King,” 1609; 
“Principal Positions for Groundes of 
the Holy Bible,’ 1069;—and not to 
be ouedone—“‘A Censure of the Late 
Translation (of the Bible) for Our 
Churches,” 1612! He had returned 
to England in that epochal year of 
1611—only to die the following sum- 
mer. Truly, here is a pair too often 
forgotten in all the many commen- 
taries dealing with the inception of a 
Bible translation the entire world 
would soon come to revere.

May I have your autograph? This 
request may be received with pleas- 
ure by some one who has just 
emerged from obscurity to fame and 
he will willingly oblige. What is the 
reaction, on the other hand, of per- 
sons who have enjoyed fame for 
many years and who are constantly 
besieged by requests for their signa- 
ture? From the many replies which 
I have seen I would say that pub- 
lic figures have been most generous. 
Not only have they complied, but usu- 
ally they managed to add something 
interesting and unusual, 


Edward W. Bok, author of The 
Americanization of Edward Bok and 
a persistent seeker-out of celebri- 
ties, wrote on a card dated Februa- 
ry 7, 1896, from Philadelphia: 


By DORIS H. HAMILTON 


“There was a time when [ in- 
dustriously collected autographs 
myself, but it never occurred to 
me to put into my collection the 
autograph of Edward W. Bok.” 


Ella Wheeler Wilcox, American 
journalist and poet, published over 
twenty volumes of verse. She is most 
famous for the lines: 

“Laugh and the world laughs 
with you, 
Weep, and you weep alone.” 


Mrs. Wilcox is perhaps referring 
to these verses as she writes on De- 
cember 23, 1913, from The Bungalow, 
Granite Bay, Short Beach, Conn.: 

“My dear Mr. Bainton: 

It gives me great pleasure to 
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Some responses by writers to 


requests for their autographs. \ 


send you the little manuscript 
verses you asked for. 

I am sorry my penmanship is so 
very ugly, but it seems too late in 
life for me to try to correct it. 

Very sincerely yours, 
Ella Wheeler Wilcox.” 


Martin F. Tupper, English versi- 
fier, calls upon “Punch” to aid him 
as he signs his name. He writes on 
December 2, 1861: 


“As requested,—here follows 
what Punch calls The Autograph 
of Martin F. Tupper.” 


James Thomas Fields, editor of 
the Atlantic Monthly, was a good 
mark for young ladies seeking auto- 
graphs if the following is any crite- 
rion. He writes, with gallant spirit, 
on March 8 from 148 Charles Street 
in Boston: 

“You girls all write such an ex- 
cellent hand, I bow and obey at 
once your command. 

James T. Fields.” 


Let us hope the little autograph he 
forwarded gave him a pleasant pause 
from his literary labors. 


George Ticknor Curtis, another 
New Englander, interrupted his stu- 
dies of the Constitution or possibly 
his life of James Buchanan to offer 
a typed quatrain signed on the let- 
terhead of the Boston Athletic Asso- 
ciation at Exeter Street: 


“How satisfy the fond 
collector’s rage 

For autographs, 
that no renown have won? 

*Tis only that you blot 
another page— 

Write out your name,— 
the thing is quickly done. 

George Ticknor Curtis.” 


In nearby Cambridge, Biblical 
scholar Ezra Abbot wrote on Janua- 
ry 30, 1882, from 23 Berkeley Street: 


“My dear Sir, 

You are quite welcome to my au- 
tograph if you desire it, and in 
accordance with your suggestion I 
send you from my ‘waste basket’ 
a postal card which may serve as 
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an autograph of Professor George 
M. Lane of Harvard University. 
Yours truly, 
Ezra Abbot.” 


That was quite a catch for a col- 
lector in one day: a letter from Ab- 
bot and a postal from the author-to- 
be of Latin Grammar. Surely these 
went to a collector of serious taste! 
The character of the collector who 
wrote to another New England writ- 
er, Benjamin P. Shillaber, is de- 
scribed in Shillaber’s reply from 
Chelsea, dated January 13, 1882: 
“My dear young friend: 

I am pleased to comply with 
your request, so modestly made, 
and add my name to your collec- 
tion. I commend your pursuit. It 
argues well for a young man who 
prosecutes a tasteful purpose when 
there are so many things to lure 
the young astray, and the love of 
such is guaranty of character. 
Trusting that you may win a name 
which in other days may be sought 
after by autograph seekers, I sub- 
scribe myself. 


Yours very sincerely, 
B. P. Shillaber.” 


Occasionally famous people re- 
quested a small donation in return 
for their autographs. Ellen Terry 
had her pet charity and Kate Doug- 
las Wiggin sent the following card 
in response to a request for her au- 
tograph: 


“Here is my autograph. Now 
begins your part! Please send 25 
cts to me for the N. Y. Kinder- 
garten Assoc. Aren’t you sorry you 
asked? 

Kate Douglas Wiggin.” 


Two writers took advantage of 
their facility with the pen to ex- 
claim in verse about the request for 
an autograph. Norman Gale takes a 
dim, but indulgent view: 
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“The highwaymen of old exclaimed, 
‘Stand and deliver us your purse!’ 
Dick Turpin Norris must be blamed 
For doing something rather 
worse!” 


Robert J. Burdette, American Bap- 
tist clergyman did not lavish all his 
humor on his lecture: The Rise and 
Fall of the Moustache, as he writes 
from Bellaire, Ohio, on May 13, 1882: 


“ ‘Hawkeye’ hear an angel sing 
Autographs now are on the wing; 
All the great ones lead the van, 
And here is the scratch 
of the ‘Hawkeye Man’. 
Your sincere friend, 
Robt. J. Burdette.” 


Burdette called himself “Hawkeye’ 
as he was associate editor of “Hawk- 
eye,” a paper published in Burling- 
ton, Iowa. 

The American eccentric, George 
Francis Train, lived up to his repu- 
tation in sending his autograph. I 
have two separate sheets on which 
he has forwarded his autograph. On 
both sheets Train has written alter- 
nately with blue and red pencils. On 
one sheet, for example, he scrawls: 

“Are you quite sure (blue pencil) 

my autograph (red pencil) 

Is Grain? not chaff? (blue pencil) 

“Were Truth Secure (red pencil) 

Would Falsehcod laugh? 

(blue pencil) 

George Francis Train (red pencil) 
“Madison (blue pencil) 

Square (red pencil)” 


, 


Finally, here are two letters 
penned by ex-governors of southern 
states. They both show a sympathe- 
tic response to an eager collector. 
The first is from William Woods 
Holden. From the tone of the letter 


it does not seem possible that he 
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could have been “. . . removed from 
the office of governor, and disqual- 
ified to hold any office of trust, hon- 
or, or profit under the state of North 
Carolina.” He writes from Raleigh, 
on August 24, 1883: 

“Dear Sir: 

Your favor of the 20th has been 
received. I cheerfully comply with 
your request. 

I like hobbies. They imply en- 
thusiasm. Nothing in life is ac- 
complished without enthusiasm. 
Enthusiasm is, in one sense, ge- 
nius. I like boys, too. They are bet- 
ter than men. Besides, boys have 
great possibilities, while the pos- 
sibilities of many men have van- 
ished. .. . Please excuse my hand- 
writing, as my right arm is slow- 
ly recovering from paralysis. 

Truly yours, 
W. W. Holden.” 
Robert B. Lindsay, ex-governor of 
Alabama, wrote a long letter of ex- 
planation in response to a collector’s 
solicitation. From Tuscumbia, Ala., 
on December 24, 1885, he states: 


“As our years advance the Cur- 
rent of sentiment becomes sluz- 
gish—the ardor of our enthusiasm 
and the zeal of ambition, though 
not entirely extinguished, yield to 
the sterner visions and realities of 
life. The twilight tempers, if not 
subdues, all our passions. Hence 
my indisposition to reply to your 
gracious note soliciting my auto- 
graph as ex-governor of Alaba- 
ma. Reflection, however, induces 
me to think that your youthful 
gratification will rebound as much 
to my happiness as a niche in 
‘Fame’s proud temple that shines 
afar.’ 

Your obt. St. 
Robert B. Lindsay.” 


Receiving requests for autographs 
may be one of the harassments of 
fame and celebrity. Answering these 
requests is a tribute to the patience, 
good-nature, and sometimes humor 
of The Great,

Aboriginal Traveling 


By CHARLES MILES 


One of the neglected parts of 
Indian and Eskimo life before the 
Discovery is the matter of travel. 
How far, how much, and where, 
did the aboriginal inhabitants of 
North America travei? 

The answer to this question would 
also have a bearing on the presence 
of artifacts in one area as com- 
pared with another. If the Indians 
traveled merely to the border of their 
own tribal region, or just beyond 
it, the knowledge of the use of and 
appearance of a given artifact would 
soon be second-hand, as its manu- 
facture and use spread from contact. 
Quite a few artifacts seem to In- 
dicate that Indians stayed pretty 
much in their own territories. 

On the other hand the testimony 
of much worn Indian trails that went 
on and on through tribal territories, 
and the records of such travel, indi- 
cate that Indians traveled extensi- 
vely, taking with them, of course, 
certain of their artifacts and infor- 
mation about their artifacts. ; 

Can it be, then, that certain arti- 
facts appearing in separated spots 
tell of travel between those points? 
Possibly they do. 

Let us consider some phases of 
this situation. 

In the Southwest there is an odd- 
shaped wooden war club called both 
a “potato masher” and “a club with 
a maul head.” In the Chumash area 
there are stone “doughnuts,” some 
pear shaped. In the South Seas there 
are stone-headed ‘clubs and also knob- 
headed clubs. In Peru and Mexico 
are found club heads similar to both 
the Chumash “doughnuts” and the 
South Seas club heads. Can this 
mean that South Seas_ visitors 
brought this type of club to either 
or both the California and the South 
and Central American Indians, and 
that the Indians of the Southwest 
created a wooden imitation after see- 
ing the southern California “dough- 
nut stone” clubs? 

The blow gun, a standard weapon 
in the Orinoco and Amazon valleys 
similarly appears in the southeastern 
United States. That would indicate 
travel across the Gulf of Mexico in 
canoes. Mounds in the Mississipp1 
basin have frequently yielded in the 
same mound artifacts from the Gulfs 
of Mexico, the Great Lakes, and the 
Rockies. While some of this is the 
result of trade across tribal boun- 
daries there is little reason to doubt 
but that aboriginal merchants car- 
ried such goods in the New World 
as they did in the Old World and 


used networks of trade route trails. 
In fact there is plenty of record of 
the existence and use of such trails 
well into historic times. 

A feature of such networks would 
have been portages and passes and, 
as corollaries, barriers, the nature of 
which would account for similarities 
and differences in cultures. Material 
culture duplications occur in south- 
ern California and the Southwest 
more or less obviously due to tray- 
eled routes between those areas. 
River systems and passes provided 
constant contacts between the inter- 
mountain basins in the West, so that 
there were culture’ overiappings 
across the Rockies. The “grease 
trails” through the otherwise impen- 
etrable Canadian coastal mountains 
maintained contact between the 
otherwise isolated Northwest Coast 
tribes and those of the interior. Sim- 
ilarly there was trade contact to the 
Fraser, Thompson, and Columbia 
river basins. In both cases, however, 
the contact was so constricted by 
natural barriers that the Northwest 
Coast Indian cultures are notably 
unique in most respects, nor do their 
features extend beyond their area 
except down the coast into Cali- 
fornia. 

After the arrival of the Eskimos 
in North America somewhat less 
than 3,000 years ago their presence 
constituted a barrier between the 
North American Indians and Asia, 
though some culture features filter- 
ed through, notably the use of tail- 
ored skin clothing. ‘Similarly the 
foreign, populous, and complex civil- 
izations of Central America filtered 
out travel between the North and 
South American Indians (except, as 
noted, across the Gulf of Mexico). 
Still, there is the haunting question, 
did the “civilized” South American 
Indians ever visit those of North 
America? 

There is plenty of definite evi- 
dence of travel, then, so why was- 
n’t there more similarity of cultures 
among North American tribes? In 
some cases the differences are so 
great and extensive that one  be- 
comes doubtful if much travel and 
contact prevailed except via war 
paths. For example, the axe, a tool 
whose stone blades are thick among 
the artifacts of the entire East and 
Southwest, does not occur on the 
Pacific Coast at all. Similarly pot- 
tery does not occur on the Pacific 
Coast except in southern California. 
There are no banner stones of any 
of the various kinds either on the 


Coast or in the Southwest. Nor do 
the “doughnut stone” club heads and 
digging stick weights occur beyond 
southern California. The variety and 
craftsmanship of Pacific Coast and 
Southwest basketry is unknown in 
the East. 

And so on. 

How could such great differences 
exist if there was much travel? 

For further discussion of the evi- 
dences and puzzles of pre-Columbian 
travels those who can obtain it may 
find interest in “Trade and Trails in 
Aboriginal California” by L. L. Sam- 
ple, a publication of the University 
of California Archaeological Survey, 
being Report No. 8, September 15, 
1950. It also has an excellent bibli- 
ography on the subject. 


WORLD-FAMOUS 
ANTHROPOLOGIST 
HONORED 


A bust of Dr. Ales Hrdlicka (1869- 
1943), world-famous anthropologist 
who was associated with the Smith- 
sonian Institution for 40 years, was 
presented recently to the Smithson- 
ian’s National Museum by Dr. Milo- 
slad Ruzek, Ambassador of the 
Czechoslovak Republic to the United 
States. The gift was made on behalf 
of several educational and cultural 
groups of Czechoslovakia as a me- 
mento to the recent observances in 
that country marking the anniver- 
sary of Hrdlica’s death and the an- 
niversary of his birth. 

The bust is the work of the Czech 
sculptor Milan Knobloch, based in 
part on a death mask of the scientist 
made by Andreas J. Andrews, Smith- 
sonian sculptor. The original of the 
bust was unveiled recently in the 
entrance of the school that now bears 
Hrdlica’s name in Humpolec, Czech- 
oslovakia, the town where he was 
born. 

Hrdlicka came to America with 
his father in 1882. He studied medi- 
cine in New York and anthropology 
in Paris, and in 1903 was called to 
Washington to set up a division of 
physical anthropology in the U.S. 
National Museum. Here he _ spent 
the rest of his life and built up the 
collections in that department to 
rival those anywhere else in the 
world. He was founder and first 
editor of the American Journal of 
Physical Anthropology, and founder 
and first president of the American 
Association of Physical Anthropolo- 
gists. He encouraged anthropology in 
Czechoslovakia, especially at Charles 
University, Prague, by gifts of books 
and money, one result of which is 
the Hrdlicka Museum in the Anthro- 
pological Institute of that institu- 
tion.

Old Indian Trader Makes His 
Last Trip Across the Nation

In The New Mexican (Santa Fe) 


He wore a buckskin jacket, store- 
bought pants and Indian moccasins. 
Pounds of silver and turquoise gird- 
ed up the jacket, dangled from his 
neck, and clustered like gnarled oak 
knots on all his fingers. The silver 
serpents and spider-web turquoise 
seemed to sing with the mystery of 
ancient Indian chants before flicker- 
ing firelight, bouncing off the bronz- 
ed, oiled bodies of the first Ameri- 


ans. 

His blood brothers no longer roam 
the plains. He has outlasted them 
but never forgotten them. And now 


he too says this will be his last big 
trading trip. 

You could see each individual hair 
of his full beard stand away from 
his skin, screening his face which 
came alive with his words. All the 
while he talked flecks of gold and 
amber danced in his eyes like a 
prairie sunset, and the ravines and 
wrinkles of his oiled skin mirrored 
the multitude of trails over which 
he has hiked, driven a dog team and 
finally a 20th century horseless 
carriage. 

He is an Indian trader of a breed 
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which has virtually disappeared, and 
like his brothers, turned into the 
confines of history and a reserva- 
tion to become an oddity or tourist. 

They call him Don Pablo. That’s 
all, Don Pablo. But most everybody 
from Canada to Yucatan, from Ok- 
lahoma to California, and especially 
throughout the Southwest, knows 
Don Pablo. 

Ironically he’s liable to have a 
playwright in his plain, unlicensed 
1951 model sedan, converted to carry 
his treasures and tradeables, or a 
dowdy dowager. And in the back, 
you'll find a few dead owls, clusters 
of garlic-smelling leatherwork, and 
other such items. All of this seems 
crazy—like the fox. 

His philosophy seems to be caught 
up in the bright colored ornament 
he’s secured to the hood of his car, 
painted by Santa Fe artist Gerda 
Christoffersen, a kindred soul. 

Of this half-ram, half-man, with 
curling hair all about its head, Don 
Pablo says, “That’s Don Diablo. I’m 
Don Pablo. And if you know any- 
thing about Greek mythology, you 
know why I embrace this philosophy. 
That could be Baccus. Anyway, I 
believe it is.” 

This weathered character right out 
of a Jack London story lives in the 
arid stretches of Arizona and makes 
an annual trip across the nation “to 
my collection points.” While in 
Santa Fe, he collected two truck- 
loads of antiques, read a local play- 
wright’s unproduced seven-year 
labor about the Southwest, ate most 
of the Mexican food and garlic in 
town, and traced his life back to an 
Indian reservation birth, through the 
Far North when it was a “Bad Coun- 
tree,” back down into Canada, on to 
treasure fields of Yucatan, Guata- 
mala, into the Caribbean, and finally, 
when the Roaring Twenties were 
being twisted into the Terrible Thir- 
ties, to the Southwest. 

Don Pablo was born on the On- 
tonagon Indian Reservation in upper 
Michigan 61 years ago. “That’s a 
sub-tribe of the Chippewa Indians,” 
he explains, “and I’m part Chippe- 
wa. I trade Indian jewelry for an- 
tiques, and I have some of the finest 
art objects, both primitive and mo- 
dern, and the finest antiques any- 
where. I am an Indian trader, but 
I go on where the others leave off.” 


He has made the desert his home 
for the past 32 years, and he looks 
like this should be nearer his age 
than his beginning in the far reaches 
of 1898. Through the Pacific North- 
west he went as a youngster to 
hunt for gold in Canada, run dog 
sleds in the north country, and breed 
dogs. 

“I’ve found the happiness I’ve 
looked for all my life out there in 
the desert and have enough left over 
for hundreds of thousands of people 
to share with me,” he reminisced. 
“T’ve traded with Indians all my 
life, when I was in the north coun- 
try, where I bred dogs and got the 
M’Loot strain built up. It’s register- 
ed now.” 

Now he collects beauty. He will 
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not sell antiques, and the two most 
painful incidents in his life involved 
the loss of his treasures, first by 
his own hand, second by an act of 
God. 

“T’ve only sold six antiques in my 
lifetime and would gladly buy 
them back at twice the price.” And 
he has a history of being alive to 
the arts to explain this pain. 

“There’s so many things in this 
life, and all the people do is stand 
around and smoke cigarets. I trade 
beauty for beauty now. It comes 
natural. My father had an old ware- 
house and it was a very mysterious 
place for me, with a flagstone base- 
ment and insulated with something 
you don’t see nowadays—coal braze. 
That’s the stuff left when you make 
charcoal in kilns. 

“This place had a_ tremendous 
first floor, a handpull elevator, and 
had all the collections of my father 
and my grandmother. 

“She used to collect everything, 
and show them to me, and tell me 
it is the beautiful things in this 
world which counted. 

“So it was natural for me to want 
to collect antiques and to love beauty 
whether it’s the desert or my Dres- 
den bed from France. That’s it: I 
trade beauty for beauty. I lived 
among these things. I go all over 
the country and amass it at places 
where I have collection places like 
here in Santa Fe. 

“It’s just natural. It’s the way I 
lived as a child.” 

His second most painful, and prob- 
ably the most physically disastrous, 
was 11 years ago. 

“We were putting some things 
together, and we had just finished 
arranging some antique beds. It was 
20 minutes after noon. We had stop- 
ped for a rain-storm. You know 
they are tremendous in the desert, 
but they get over quitk. 

“That was when lightning struck. 
It hit right in front of my eyes, 
and all my antiques burned right 
before my eyes. That’s what gave 
me an allergy. Now every time I 
go east of the Mississippi I start 
breaking out in them, all over me, 
but I guess it helps really since 
they burn my skin, make me look 
damned healthy. So I guess it’s not 
so bad. But I still can’t go east 
without breaking out.” 

Running his hand through his long 
hair which made his silver and tur- 
quoise glisten with the natural oils, 
he told of how he takes the Indians 
things they want, trades them art- 
crafts for everything from treasure 
to gasoline. 

“T'll_ get two or three hundred 
dollars worth of Kachina dolls for 
these owls. Found them alongside 
the road up near Las Vegas. How’s 
a poor Indian going to kill an owl 
nowadays. They can’t. Bullets cost 
money. Owls only come out at night 
Yet they’ve got to have them. 

“And this oil painting (a small 
Apache warrior by Gerda Christof- 
fersen). That’s beautiful. I’ve got 
another one, there, real big. I’ll look 
at it and study it and then I’ll decide 
what I’ll do with it. You know she’s 
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the greatest living woman painter 
today.” 

Thus did he tell about his treas- 
ures acquired on his annual trip 
this time, about the bronze iron, 
“really primitive, finest I’ve ever 
seen,” about a well preserved cast 
iron seeder, “that is pulled by a dog 
or cow or a woman.” 

As he looked over his truckload, 
telling of the mysteries only an art 
lover could know, he mused: 

“They’re beautiful. I love them. 
But I guess this is my last big trip 
at trading. I’m going to just stay 
out there now in the desert, with 
my treasures.” 





THE GUAJIROS 


In a wind-blown, white sand des- 
ert of northern South America a no- 
madic, polygamous, matrilineal race 
of Indians has maintained its inde- 
pendence and ways of life for nearly 
five hundred years. The people of 
this cultural island, the Guajiros, 
are described by Dr. Raymond E. 
Crist of the University of Florida 
in a report recently published by the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

In spite of their proximity to the 
western cultural influences of Vene- 
zuela and Colombia these nomads 
only now are beginning to succumb 
to the influences of the outside world. 
In about as inhospitable environment 
as could be imagined, they represent 
an almost unique phenomenon in this 
part of the world. In ways they re- 
semble the nomad Arabs of the Sa- 
hara, 

The great waste of sand and bare 
rock, the Guajira Peninsula, never 
was actually subdued by the Spanish 
conquistadores, the report points out, 
although all neighboring tribes were 
easy victims. Although the white men 
made many half-hearted attempts to 
conquer the desolate peninsula by 
force, says Dr. Crist, the land was 
not rich enough in gold or precious 
stones to justify an all-out effort and 
the natives waged an incessant, bit- 
ter war against all outsiders. 

Notable is the survival of the mat- 
rilineal, polygamous family. Accord- 
ing to Guajiro law, a man acquires 
a wife by purchase from her family, 
paying in cattle, horses, goats, sheep, 
and perhaps in some costly jewelry. 
Consequently a girl child represents 
a certain amount of wealth that will 
come to her family with the bride 
price, whereas a boy child represents 
an economic drain, since the family 
must get together the bride price. 
Thus, Dr. Crist points out, much bet- 


ter care is taken of female children, 


which is reflected in the infant death 
rate. 

Blood relationship was traced al- 
most entirely through the mother. 
Children “belong” to mothers, not 
fathers. 

The people, it is related by Dr. 
Crist who has spent some time 
among them, are divided into vari- 
ous clans or blood groups, each with 
its distinguishing totem representing 
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the animal with whose traits, accord- 
ing to legend, the clan was original- 
ly imbued. For centuries each clan 
was theoretically on a war footing 
with all other clans. Blood feuds 
were common and marriage was only 
inside the clan. Formerly each mem- 
ber of a clan was considered a blood 
relative of every other member, but 
in the course of time, Dr. Crist re- 
ports, the blood relationship of any 
member came to be restricted to his 
mother and her ancestors, her broth- 
ers and sisters, and their descen- 
dants. Thus the father dropped out 
of the picture and the head of a 
group became the maternal uncle. 
But within the past few years, Dr. 
Crist found, Guajiro culture has loos- 
ened its gripas some former nomads 
settle in villages at strategic points of 
contact between Indian and Latin 
American culture, while others seek 
employment in nearby cities. Espe- 
cially where there is marriage ac- 
cording to the rites of the Roman 
Catholic Church, does the Christian 
pattern of paternal status for the 
breadwinner make its appearance.

The Plains of The Great West, 
contains an abundance of informa- 
tive material depicting the Plains as 
they were nearly 100 years ago. 

The author, having lived from 1827 
to 1895, and serving many years 
with the U.S. Infantry, has given a 
first hand account of many engage- 
ments with the Plains Indians. 

The book is divided into three 
parts, the first, being the description 
of the Plains, the surface, climate, 
storms, travel, camps, etc. 

The second part is devoted to the 
game of the Plains, There are few 
who will not be surprised by the 
vast number of buffalo that once 
roamed the early West. It has been 
estimated that in the years from 
1872 to 1874, 3,158,730 buffalo were 
killed. At this time there was also 
an abundance of wild cattle, elk, 
mountain sheep, and the usual ani- 
mal species, present today, which 
have been fortunate enough to re- 
main through the years. 

The third, and most extensive 
part, deals with the Plains Indian. 
It would be impossible to enumerate 
here all the little known facts con- 
tained in this section, However, here 
are a few of the chapter titles: Trib- 
unal Government, Religion, Burial of 
the Dead, The Happy Hunting 
Grounds, The Social Life, Love 
Courtship and Marriage, Fighting, 
Captives, Scalping, etc. In addition, 
the introduction contains the names 
of all the North American Indian 
tribes and the locality they inhabited 
at the time. 

The nineteen illustrations will also 
be of special interest to every read- 
er.

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FIREARMS The Exhibition of Small Objects

The collection of small objects pre- 
sents a problem when planning a 
method of exhibiting them. This 
was one of the lesser annoyances 
to me at first, but it enlarged with 
time. 

I developed a fondness for military 
buckles, then came a desire to add 
to the few buttons I already had, 
and it wasn’t long before I was at- 
tracted by the beauty and decoration 
of the Shako Plate, which then be- 
came another grouping I began fill- 
ing the dresser drawers with. I 
had packed away many boxes and 
small handbags with them, until one 
day I decided to take stock, and 
found I had to make a definite de- 
cision as to whether to dispose of 
a part of them or reduce my col- 
lecting. 

Because I live in an apartment 
there is the problem of space. There 


just isn’t enough room for the size 
of the collections I have been amass- 
ing through the years. Since I 
constantly shop through art and 
frame stores, one day I chanced at 
a bargain table closeout of a group 
of shadow-box frames 12x16 by 1 
and %” deep, unfinished white pine. 
After cautious consideration, an idea 
came to me that here was the an- 
swer to one of my problems. These 
could be used in reverse of their 
purpose to exhibit the military or- 
naments, so that the frames could be 
set on a table or hung on the wall, 
and this came to pass. I made one 
up, using an art board back for 
the mounting of the buttons, put on 
rubber base corners so the frame 
could be set down, then hooks on 
back so it could be hung. 

I purchased quarter-inch, quarter 
round pine moulding and fastened a 


frame of it around the glass, the 
mounted buttons were set on the art 
board and held down with pieces of 
pipe cleaners. The frames are in 
their natural wood color, and if they 
discolor I will paint them. In the 
button collection I set only 36, as 
these covered a grouping of rare 
to common. The collection of the 
military ornaments is endless it 
seems and, there are always new 
ones to add. Those illustrated here, 
have as much exciting military his- 
tory as does the weapon, the uni- 
form, document or any other military 
item. 

Here, may I include my sincere 
thanks to Colonel Duncan Camp- 
bell, without whose assistance, and 
exacting knowledge of these military 
objects, this article would have noth- 
ing more to offer than decoration. 
There is no one book from which I 
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could assemble the information I 
herewith offer you in connection 
with the objects herein described. 

Left to right. 

In case No. 1 — The Military But- 
ton — while they are not clear be- 
cause of their size, I show a variety, 
from “Button’s Rangers” 1776 — No. 
2 - British Army of Foote, fought 
at Lake Erie, etc., No. 3 - Kings 8th 
Foote — Arrived in Canada 1768, 
etc., No. 5 - Federal Type, infantry 
U.S., 1784-1799. No. 9 - First Con- 
necticut Continental Army, 1781. 
No. 10 - Massachusetts 10th, Regi- 
ment a recast, and so on. 

In case No. 2 — I added the fol- 
lowing shako plates. No. 1 - Militia 
Infantry, 1814-18380 — No. 2 - Re- 
cast — 16th U.S. Infantry, 1812 —

No. 4 - Mass. Militia, 1835. No. 5 - 
Same as No. 3 — No. 6 - Militia 
Dragoons, 1821-1830. No. 7 - Shoul- 
der Belt Eagle, 1841 to the 60’s — 
No. 8 - U.S. Marine Corps Cap 
Wreath - part missing — No. 9 - 
Same as No. 7 

In my case No. 3 — No. 1 - Conn. 
Militia Painted Tin Hat Plate - 
1830’s No. 2 - (across) Belt Plate, 
1812-1821, also worn later. No. 3 - 
1851 U.S. Army Belt Plate Pattern, 
worn through 1959 — No. 4 - Light 
Horse Belt Plate c1830 — No. 5 - 
U.S. Maine Officers Buckle. No. 6 - 
Same as No. 1. Nos. 1 and 6 - Worn 
by Common Militia on Battalion 
Day; It was tied by strings over the 
high hat the citizens wore; this took 
place one day per year to ‘show they 
were ready and able.

divided into groups such as lily-of- 
the-valley, Easter lilies, violets, pan- 
sies, pussy-willows, etc,), the Savior, 
angels, Bible verses, crosses, lambs, 
chickens, hens, roosters, ducks, rab- 
bits, Easter eggs, Easter bonnets and 
children. 

Many of the fine satin, gelatin or 
heavily embossed cards are flower 
cards with an Easter message. One 
of my favorite albums is filled with 
beautiful lily-of-the-valley cards. 

Violets are numerous on Easter 
cards, either as such or mixed with 
pansies or lilies-of-the-valley. 

What a beautiful album can be 
made by assembling pansy post 
curds. There are Easter cards with 
white, yellow and many shades of 
purple pansies. Such a collection 
could run into the hundreds. 

One doesn’t think of Easter with- 
out the Easter lily. These assume 
many poses, sometimes combined 
with other flowers, but more often 
with the cross. 

An interesting study can be made 
of crosses on early Easter cards. Of- 
ten at first glance the cross doesn’t 
present itself, but on closer exami- 
nation one sees a cross of forget- 
me-nots, violets, or mixed flowers. 
One lovely group of crosses contain 
scenes from the Holy Land. 

Another favorite album is of bon- 
nets, the majority of which are on 
Easter greetings. Many of these 
bonnets are being worn by beautiful 
ladies or girls of long ago. Some of 
the large bonnets are draped over 
interesting hat boxes. Once in a 
while a post card turns up centain- 
ing a pitture of a chicken or a 
duckling wearing a pretty bonnet. 

Beautiful angels adorn many an 
Easter card. Sometimes the angels 
are guarding children searching for 
the angels’ 
are things of 


robes and wings 


beauty. 

Children’s costumes of the early 
twentieth century are depicted. Little 
boys wearing their romper-type suits 
and little girls in their Sunday best 
aged us the fashions of days gone 

y. 

A collector could concentrate on 
the antics of the chicken, duck, rab- 
bit and rooster on these early cards. 
How varied were the means of trans- 


porting Easter eggs! One gold-em- 
bossed card shows three rabbits fly- 
ing in a balloor, the main part of 
which is a huge pink egg. They are 
busy dropping smaller colored eggs 
over the side of the gold basket. An- 
other card shows a white rabbit pi- 
loting an aeroplane of pink forget- 
me-nots as he drops blue Easter 
eggs to earth. A 1908 card shows a 
chicken wearing a pale blue sailor 
cap as he smokes his pipe and guides 
his wooden shoe sail boat of Easter 
eggs safely to shore. 

Another early German made card 
portrays Mr. and Mrs. Rabbit dress- 
ed as humans driving an open car. 
The one huge egg they are deliver- 
ing has pussy willows growing at 
the top. Then there is a beautiful 
steam engine in gay colors being 
driven by rabbits. The caboose is 
loaded with huge colored eggs. An 
old fashioned trolley car is_ being 
steered by a rooster, ten chicks are 
seated or standing on platforms, and 
mother hen is watching her brood 
on a card with “Easter Greetings.” 

Much enjoyment can be realized 
with cards from one of our special 
days. Those collectors who don’t have 
Easter cards in their collections are 
missing a great deal of pleasure.

Collectors want to know many 
things about their cards and usu- 
ally the only information they have 
to go on is by the publisher’s des- 


cription on the back of the card. 
If the publisher omits the information 
as was the case with many of the 
older cards, the collectors are left 
helpless unless they are fortunate 
enough to come across the same card 
printed by another publisher. 

The artists of yore have left so- 
ciety with beauty and culture and 
by collecting these illustrations on 
post cards, everyone can afford to 
feast their eyes on canvases owned 
by kings.

Occasionally I see decks of old 
cards in antique shops. But some- 
times they are high priced .. . How 
can I be sure they are worth what 
is asked? —E. E., New York City 

If it is a good, reputable shop, 
you can be sure the dealer has priced 
his cards fairly, and to the best of 
his ability. As to whether the price 
is high or low, you can judge by 
the prices of the rest of his mer- 


_ chandise. But before buying an ex- 


pensive deck, you should make sure 
that it is complete. Decks in their 
original wrappers, or cases, ‘are much 
more valuable than those without. 
Condition, too, is an important fac- 
tor; a fine, crisp, clean deck is worth 
almost two to three times as much

What is the difference between a 


“tarot” deck and “tarok” deck?— 
EK. B., Milwaukee, Wis. 
Basically, they are the same; 


tarot being the term used for the 
French and Italian cards, and tarok 
for those of Germany and Austria. 
The French and Italian are the ear- 








liest variety, having 78 cards to the 
deck, and their 22 atowts or trump 
cards are of the old, allegorical type 
in use since the 1400’s. (The Magi- 
cian, the Pope, the Emperor, the 
Lovers, the Chariot, Death, etc.) 
The German variety usually omits 
sore of the numerals, leaving a to- 
tal of 54 cards, and the atouts are 
of various fanciful designs such as 
rustic and household scenes, sports, 
animals, etc. Another difference: the 
Italian, French and Swiss varieties 
still employ the old Italian suit signs 
of Swords, Cups, Batons and Coins; 
while the German ones _ (oddly 
enough) always use the conventional 
Spades, Hearts, Clubs and Diamonds.

As a psychiatrist I am interested 
in magic, witchcraft, divination and 
the Tarot. ... Where can I obtain 
some of the “recent American decks” 
described in your article on occult 
cards? —M.J.B., Rochester, Minn. 

‘Most large cities have book deal- 
ers who specialize in occult publica- 
tions, and they stock such items as 
the DeLaurence tarot deck, the Broth- 


erhood of Light deck and the Tibetan 
divination cards. These dealers can 
be located through your classified 
directory. Also, there are a number 
of astrology, horoscope, and other oc- 
cult-subject magazines available at 
most large newsstands. They usu- 
ally contain advertisements for these 
cards and other similar decks.

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teresting and cducational hobby. Trade 
with hundreds of members in U.S.A. and 
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Arms: Ermine a rampant lion 
within a border azure. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A shield of ermine surrounded by a 
blue (azure)border, and in the cen- 
ter of the shield a lion rearing up 
with three feet off the ground (ram- 
pant). 





Ermine has long been associated 
with the robes and crowns of royal 
and noble personages, and it is easy 
to understand why it should be con- 
sidered as a perfect emblem of dig- 
nity in any Coat-of-Arms. Fur is still 
worn on the hoods of collegiate grad- 
uates as a bearing of honor. 

The lion has always held a high 
place in heraldry as the emblem of 
deathless courage. Guillim, an author- 
ity on Heraldic meaning says, “It 
is a lively image of a good soldier, 
who must be valiant of courage, 
strong of body, politic in council, and 
a foe to fear.” Differences of atti- 
tude were introduced for the sake of 
variety, and do not alter the mean- 
ing of the charge. 

The border is one of the nine so- 
called Honourable Ordinaries, first 
symbols used to identify men encased 
in armour. This form of bearing is 
of great antiquity and was frequent- 
ly adopted as a “difference” between 
relatives bearing the same Arms, In 
other cases it was used as an augu- 
mentation of honour, granted for 
outstanding service to one’s country. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and granted only if he 
be worthy. Ermine, the fur lining of 
royal robes, signifies purity and no- 
bility; blue, loyalty and truth. 

This Lewis Coat-of-Arms is regis- 
tered in the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society’s Roll of Arms 
for Thomas Lewis who settled in 
Saco, Me., in 1631. Thomas, the son 
of Andrew and Mary (Herring) 
Lewis of Shrewsbury, co. Salop, Eng- 
land, descended from an _ ancient 
Welsh family. His grandfather was 
a prosperous yeoman named Lewis 
ap Jevan whose sons, abandoning the 
Welsh system of nomenclature,

adopted their father’s Christian name 
for their English surname. Thomas, 
the son of a wealthy merchant, was 
born about 1590 in Shrewsbury, and 
there he attended the Shrewsbury 
School. He was admitted to the Dra- 
pers Company in 1616, and he was 
also a vintner, a business he inher- 
ited from his maternal grandfather. 
On August 29, 1618, at St. Chad’s 
Church in Shrewsbury, he married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Roger and 
Katherine (Mytton) Marshall. 

Thomas Lewis was a patentee of 
Saco, Me., and he arrived there June 
28, 1631. His wife and family did 
not follow him until about six years 
later, and he died shortly after this 
in 1637. His widow died before 1640. 
Their children, all baptized at St. 
Chad’s Church, were: 

Mary, baptized June 28, 1619, mar- 
ried Rev. Richard Gibson of Ports- 
mouth, N. H., in 1638. 

Susanna, baptized November 2, 
1620, possibly died young as there 
is no further record concerning her. 

Margaret, baptized April 22, 1622, 
no further record. 

Elizabeth, baptized April 7, 1632, 
niarried a planter named Robert Hay- 
wood, of the Parish of St. Thomas, 
Barbadoes, 

Andrew, baptized February 22, 
1624-5, was buried November 15, 
1625. 

Judith, baptized October 23, 1626, 
married James Gibbins about 1646. 

Andrew (again), baptized March 
25, 1628, died young. 

A_ genealogical record of this 
family appears in volume 101 of the 
NEW ENGLAND REGISTER, en- 
titled: “Ancestry of Thomas Lewis 
and wife, Elizabeth Marshall, of 
Saco, Maine.” This article includes 
sketches of the Lewis, Herring and 
Marshall families with descriptions 
of the Coats-of-Arms used by the 
three families. 

Burke’s GENERAL ARMORY 
(1884) lists the Lewis name 35 times, 
and we note that Lewis became the 
twenty-second most common sur- 
name in New England. We find 
many early settlers bearing the 
name, and works dealing with the 
various progenitors are accompanied 
by a great variety of Armorial Bear- 
ings. Obviously, care should be ex- 
ercised before claim is made to any 
one of the numerous Lewis Coats-of- 
Arms. 

Without making any stipulations 
as to accuracy, I will list some of 
the early immigrants and the ar- 
morial bearing ascribed to them. 

Crozier’s Virginia Heraldica, Bol- 
ton’s American Armory, the William

and Mary Quarterly, and Volume 22 
of the Encyclopedia of Pennsylvania 
Biography, and other sources, all 
ascribe the above Lewis Armorial 
Bearing to the family residing in 
Gloucester County, Va. The above 
arms, with quarterings denoting var- 
ious intermarriages, was found on a 
silver plate. 

General Robert Lewis, Jr., was 
born in Brecon, Wales in 1607 and 
he died about 1645. As a lawyer he 
practiced both in Brecon and London 
before he emigrated to America in 
the “Blessing” and settled in Abing- 
ton, or Ware Parish, Gloucester 
County, Virginia in 1635. He was an 
officer in the British Army and 
very well known. 

Crozier tells us that the printed 
pedigrees of the Lewis family are 
many and varied in their conclusions 
as to the first of the name in Vir- 
ginia. Weis’ The Magna Charta Sur- 
eties (1955) mentions Elizabeth 
Washington, sister of George, (born 
June 20, 1732 - died March 31, 1797) 
who married Colonel Fielding Lewis 
of Virginia in 1750. 

Lewis - Sable a chevron between 
three trefoils argent. Crest - Out of 
a ducal coronet or a plume of five 
ostrich feathers argent. 
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Burke’s General Armory assigns 
this Coat-of-Arms to Lewis of coun- 
ties Essex, Hertford and York, 
England. William Lewis came from 
England in the “Lion” and arrived 
in Boston, Mass., in 1632. He was a 
member of the company who came 
from Braintree in Essex and settled 
first in Cambridge, Mass. Later he 
removed to Hartford, Conn., and his 
name is on the Hartford Monument 
erected in memory of the early set- 
tlers of that town. In 1653 he 
settled in Hadley, Mass., and also 
lived for a time in Northampton 
before returning to Connecticut. In 
1673 he settled in Farmington where 
he died August 2, 1683. He married 
Felix Olcott in England and she 
died in Hadley, Mass., April 16, 1671. 
(Cyclopedia of American Biography, 
Volume 24) 

Lewis - Or on a chief sable three 
estoiles of the field. 

John Lewis of Tenterden, county 
Kent, England, came in the “Her- 
cules” in 1635 with his wife Sarah 
and one child. He was at New Lon- 
don, Conn., in 1648 and died Decem- 
ber 8, 1676. A son John born in 
England married Elizabeth Huntley 
of Lyme in 1677, and he died in 1717. 
Another son, Joseph, was probably 
born in Scituate, Mass., and died 
at Simsbury, Conn., in 1680. 

(Ref: Cyclopedia of American Bi- 
ography, Volume 24)

between three garbs or. Crest - an 
arm embowed holding an arrow. 

The Encyclopedia of Pennsylvania 
Biography, Volume 19, assigns the 
above Lewis Coat-of-Arms to Henry 
Lewis of Chester County, Pa. How- 
ever, an account of this same man, 
given in Mackenzie’s Colonial Fam- 
ilies of the United States, imputes 
the same Arms to him as ascribed 
to the Lewis family of*Gloucester 
Co., Virginia - the dragon with a 
bloody hand in its mouth. Who knows 
if either of these are correct? 

Henry Lewis, founder of this 
branch in America, was of Maen 
Goch, Narbeth, a little market place 
in Pembrokeshire, ‘South Wales. He 
was one of the original members of 
the company that received a grant 
of 3,000 acres of land in Pennsyl- 
vania from William Penn under date 
of March 2, 1681. One third of this 
tract was granted to Henry Lewis in 
1682 and during that year he re- 
moved to his new home accompanied 
by his wife and three children - 
Henry (1671-1732/3); Samuel (born 
1676); and Elizabeth (born 1677), 
who married Richard Hayes. Henry, 
a carpenter by trade, had married 
Margaret Philpin (or Proutherin) at 
Landeray, South Wales on January 
12, 1669. He was a member of the 
Society of Friends and brought with 
him a certificate of membership for 
himself and family. He was appoint- 
ed by William Penn as one of the 
“Peace Makers” and he also served 
as foreman of the first Grand Jury 
for Philadelphia County. He died in 
Haverford, Chester County, Pa., and 
was buried June 17, 1688. 

Lewis - Sable a lion rampant ar- 
gent. Crest - a lion rampant argent. 
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Lewis) who was born in Wales about 
1680, the son of Lewis ap Robert 
by his wife Mary. Ellis came to 
America about 1708 and settled first 
at Haverford, Pa., and then removed 
to Kennett Town, Chester County, 
Pa. 

And here we have confusion, as 
the Cyclopedia of American  Bio- 
graphy, volume 29, credits this same 
Ellis Lewis with the following Coat- 
of-Arms: A _ black (sable) shield 
charged with a silver (argent) lion, 
instead of: A gold (or) shield charg- 
ed with a blue (azure) lion. 

There was also a George Lewis 
from East Greenwich, Co. Kent, 
England, to Plymouth, Mass., in 
1630. He was one of the first mak- 








The Encyclopedia of Pennsylvania 
Biography ascribes this Armorial 
Bearing to David Lewis of Glamor- 
ganshire, Wales, who married Ann 
Prichard. Their son William (1636- 
1708) came from Wales in 1686 and 
settled at Haverford, Pa. He later 
removed to Newtown Township, Ches- 
ter County, Pa., where he organized 
the first Quaker meetings.

ers of cloth in Scituate in 1634, and 
a founder of Barnstable, Mass., in 
1639. He married (first) Sarah Jen- 
kins, and (second) Mary Fuller. In 
1662 he died in Barnstable. 

John Lewis (1678-1752) came from 
Donegal, Ireland, to Pennsylvania 
about 1731. He settled in Augusta 
County, Va., where he built Fort 
Lewis. He served as colonel of the 
militia, as well as justice and high 
sheriff. In 1716 he married Margaret 
Lynn (1698 - 1775) of Loch Lynn, 
Scotland. This couple had five sons 
giving service in the American Revo- 
lution. 

A William Lewis (1610 - 1671) 
came from England in 1630. He was 
a proprietor of Cambridge, Mass., 
in 1630; was at Roxbury in 1639, 
and an original settler of Lancaster, 
Mass., in 16538. Between these var- 
ious moves, he returned to England 
to marry Amy Wells. 

An Edmund Lewis (ca. 1600-1650) 
settled in Lynn, Mass., about 1642. 

The name is prevalent in patri- 
otic and military service records 
during Colonial and Revolutionary 
times. Thirty-three of the names are 
listed in the 1922 edition of the 
Society of Colonial Wars - Index of 
Ancestors. The list is long, but we 
must mention Meriwether Lewis of 
the Lewis and Clark explorations.

Although an extra trump card, or 
“fool” was part of the old tarot deck 
since the 1400’s, the “Joker” as we 
know it was an American innova- 
tion of the 1850’s. A. Dougherty was 
one of the first card manufacturers 
to include a joker in his decks, when 
an extra high card was needed for 
playing certain new games. Other 
manufacturers adopted the idea, and 
by the turn of the century the “Jolly 
Joker” was an established part of 
the deck. (It was sometimes titled 
“The Best Bower”’—a term used in 
euchre). The next country to adopt 
the joker was Canada, in the 1880’s, 
and England followed suit around 
1900.

How can I clean my old cards? 
Many of the old pictorial backs are 
not worn, but are soiled from years 
of handling. 

—L. M., Philadelphia Pa. 

If the cards are of the post-1890 
variety, when they began manufac- 
turing cards with a heavily-glazed 
surface, the process is simple. Mois- 
ten a cotton swab with a good lath- 
er of Ivory soap, or some mild de- 
tergent like Fab, and gently clean 
the card’s surface with it. Wipe dry, 
and then, without rinsing the card, 
the surface can be brought back to 
its original sheen by polishing with 
a dry piece of cotton. You may have 
to repeat the operation to remove 
all the dirt, but it is better to do so 
than let the card get soaked through 
by leaving the solution on it too long. 
Remember to use plenty of soap, but 
very little water. “Practice” first on 
a small area, or on an unimportant 
card to determine whether it will 
harm the printing ink. 

On earlier issues, which are usu- 
ally of softer paper with more porous 
surfaces, grease can usually be re- 
moved with dry-cleaning fluid, but 
generally it is better not to try any- 
thing further than gently erasing 
the dirt with artgum or some other 
soft-rubber eraser. Care must be 
taken not to erase the printing ink, 
or “rough up” the surface of the pa- 
per. Here again, try an inconspic- 
uous area or an unimportant card 


first. —Dick Marttin

I have a talking piece which I prize. 
Looking at it (and it’s nicely pol- 
ished), you, would say there’s a piece 
of “poppy jasper,” but there the lay 
rockhound’s interest would prob- 
ably end. 

But T’ll let the piece talk. Accord- 
ing to the geologic map of the State 
of California, the Golden Gate is 
Cenozoic ultra-basic rock. However, 
when they excavated and drove down 
for the footings for the piers of the 
Golden Gate Bridge, the material at 
the foot of the excavation was jas- 
per. But I’m getting ahead of my 
story. 

In 1925, I was working on the San 
Francisco Journal, when I had the 
privilege of meeting J. B. Strauss, a 
noted bridge designer and engineer. 
He was interested in building a 
bridge across the Gate, so that Ma- 
rin County commuters could drive 
to work without the trouble and ex- 
pense of working their cars onto the 
ferries. Such a span, however, was 
unknown in the West; in fact, only 
one over the Hudson River came 
close to the mile expanse of the Gol- 
den Gate. 

Mr. Strauss had been having a 
hard time getting local people to be-

lieve the Golden Gate could be 
spanned and heavy traffic cross safe- 
ly. Then they said the winds would 
whip the bridge and concrete floors 
would buckle dropping drivers into 
the Bay. Also, the big cost of the 
bridge, the skeptical said could never 
be met, I was living at the Palace 
Hotel and met Mr. Strauss in the 
Masonic Club there. We got to talk- 
ing and he told me of their prob- 
lems. 

I advised him that I worked on 
both advertising and writing arti- 
cles for San Francisco’s only finan- 
cial paper and asked if he thought 
articles on the Golden Gate Bridge 
might help. He was enthusiastic in 
the belief that it would. So he worked 
up sketches of the Bay with the 
bridge drawn in, drew maps show- 
ing how auto traffic would get easily 
into town or south to peninsula 
points, and suggested plans for fi- 
nancing. 

It began to be believed, and the 
plan to form a Bridge District was 
adopted. Five counties joined as the 
District. Bonds were sold to be re- 
deemed from tolls of the bridge. As

enthusiasm took hold, I was able to 
get Marin County businesses to take 
good space advertising the bridge. 
Some would take a half page to say 
they were “For the Bridge.” The 
bonds sold and with the assurance of 
the money, Engineer Strauss was in- 
structed to go ahead with construc- 
tion. I was an interested spectator 
through all. One day “J. B.”, as I 
had come to know Mr. Strauss, asked 
me if I’d like to go down to the bed 
of the inlet. I assured him I would. 
We had to put on raincoats and rub- 
ber boots, and were lowered in a 
steel bucket swung by a cable down 
inside the steel ribs. At the bottom, 
with water leaking through the steel 
joints and under the edges, several 
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pumps were required to keep the in- 
terior from flooding. 

I noted that the rocky floor was 
jasper. It was reddish to ‘yellow with 
veins of agate of bluish color criss- 
crossing it. Each time I’d stoop over 
to examine a piece, water would 
spray down my neck, so | only took 
a small piece and joined -J. B. in 
the bucket again to be hoisted out. 
I asked him where they dumped the 
rock they had excavated, and to my 
dismay, learned that it had been 
dumped just outside the structure, 
which as far as I was concerned, 
meant in the bay. That was all that 
was said then, but a week or so 
later, J. B. found me in the club 
and handed me a wrapped parcel. 
Without waiting for me to open it 
he left. But I wasn’t long in getting 
it opened and with other members 
of the club looking on, I unwrapped 
a beautifully polished 8” x10”, flat 
slab of fine colored “poppy jasper” 
with the bluish agate veins I had 
noted at the footing. This, then is 
one of my talking pieces. When you 
pass the towers of the Golden Gate 
Bridge you’ll know they rest on a 
bed of poppy jasper. You, too, may 
have some of your own that have an 
interesting history. If so, you are in- 
vited to write this column and tell 
us about it. Perhaps all our readers 
would be interested. 

The bridge toll started at 50¢ per 
car with small charges for extra pas- 
sengers. Then it was reduced to 50¢ 
per car regardless of passengers. 
Then to 35¢, and now it is only 25¢ 
per car, and all the bridge bonds 
have long since been retired.

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DEVOTED MAMMAL 


The care and attention lavished on 
her pup by the mother sea otter ex- 
ceeds that of most mammals. Such 
is the observation of Karl W. Ken- 
yon of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service on desolate Amchitka Island 
in the fog-bound Aleutians, where 
the Service maintains a station for 
study of the ways of life of these 
fascinating sub-Arctic animals. His 
report has recently been published 
by the Smithsonian Institution. 

Like other marine mammals, Mr. 
Kenyon says, the sea otter has only 
one pup at a time, but unlike most 
of the others the mother gives her 
offspring constant and loving atten- 
tion, probably until it is nearly a 
year old. 

“For several months,” says the re- 
port, “the pup receives most of its 
nourishment from its mother’s two 
abdominal nipples, though at an ear- 
ly age it may also beg for and re- 
ceive parts of sea urchins and mol- 
lusks that its mother is eating. She 
carries her pup on her chest while 
she herself swims on her back. On 
this floating platform the pup nurses, 
sleeps, and receives almost constant 
preening from its mother’s mobile 
and sensitive forepaws. The mother 
leaves her pup only when she dives 
for food, and a food dive seldom 
lasts more than a minute. While the 
mother is below the surface the pup

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usually sleeps, buoyed up by the air 
enclosed in its long, clean, dry fur. 
After each such dive the mother 
swims to her pup’s side... . If her 
pup has drifted with the wind, she 
takes it onto her chest and returns 
it to the area in which she wishes 
to feed. 

“Sea-otter pups are playful, and 
if a mother is feeding near shel- 
tered, kelp-covered rocks, the pup 
will often play in the gentle surge. 
. . . Once I watched a pup working 
its way around the rocks until it 
was hidden from its mother’s view. 
Suddenly it missed her and uttered 
a harsh, frightened cry. Confused by 
the echo of the sound, the mother 
screamed in distress and swam fran- 
tically about. Both animals appeared 
almost hysterical by the time the 
mother discovered her wandering off- 
spring; then she clasped it to her 
chest and swam rapidly away from 
shore to preen and fondle it before 
beginning to feed in more open wa- 
ter.” 

For two months, Mr. Kenyon says, 
a mother and pup were kept under 
nearly constant observation in an ar- 
tificial pool on Amchitka, In a few 
days she began to lose her suspicion 
of men and would allow the pup to 
receive food morsels from them. 

“However,” says the report, “she 
watched intently and when I took 
the pup aside to weigh it, dropped 
her food, screamed, and standing on 
her hind leg with her forefeet 
against me attempted to grasp the 
pup in her teeth... . After receiv- 
ing her pup she refused for some 
time to let it go again.” 

“Early sea-otter hunters recounted 
that if a pup was taken from its 
mother she would follow, screaming 
after the hunting boat. On several 
occasions at Amchitka I have seen 
mother otters carrying their dead 
pups for a number of hours. That a 
strong maternal instinct continues 
until the young is nearly fully grown 
is frequently observed.” 





“BUMPERS” 
For Space Craft 


“Bumpers” may be put on space 
craft. 

They would, to a considerable ex- 
tent, protect the vehicles from me- 
teor crashes, says Dr. Fred L. Whip- 
ple, director of the Smithsonian 
Institution’s Astrophysical Observa- 
tory. Such collisions have been pic- 
tured as a major peril of any future 
travel outside the earth’s atmos- 
phere, where there are millions of 
these bodies which are seen as shoot- 
ing stars when they collide with this 
planet. 

Actually, says Dr. Whipple, they 
may not be as dangerous as some 
astronomers have calculated, and 
they will not, for the most part, 
constitute a major danger. 

“Outside whatever skin the vehicle 
has,” says Dr. Whipple in a recent 
report to the Office of Naval Re- 
search, “place another one approxi- 
mately a tenth of its thickness sep- 
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arated a few centimeters from the 
inner skin. The meteor, striking the 
outer skin, will explode there and 
only the gas vapor will strike the 
inner skin. The gas vapor does not 
possess the crater-producing power 
of the original body and will not 
cause punctures. I think this method, 
used judiciously, can cut down the 
hazard of meteors in space by a fac- 
tor of about 100. 

“What we are considering are very 
small punctures by objects that are 
considerably smaller than the thick- 
ness of the skin of the vessel.” 

Although there probably is no com- 
plete solution for the problem, says 
Dr. Whipple, risk of a sizable ex- 
plosion is probably not much greater 
than that of being struck by light- 
ning on earth. 

There is, of course, no known pro- 
tection against being struck by a 
large meteor, he points out. If it 
is large enough to shoot through the 
ship there will not be any ship left. 

“Simply striking the skin,” Dr. 
Whipple says, “will produce a violent 
explosion, and any object that still 
remains intact enough to go through 
and strike the other wall will have 
expanded and be quite destructive.” 

The space-ship bumpers, he pre- 
dicts, probably will not cost much 
more than automobile bumpers, on a 
relative basis.
